' 1. Agriculturists desirous of procuring salt free of duty 
for use as manure for agricultural purposes shall submit 
their applications to the Excise Commissioner through the 
Director of Agriculture and Fisheries stating the quantity 
of salt required, the crop to which it is to be applied and the 
nearest factory or Government depot from which salt has to 
be issued.. Such applications should bear Court fee stamps to 
the value of two chuckrjams and should contain the following 
particulars 

• (iy The name and place, extent and survey number of 
the area proposed to be fertilized. 

(ii) Name of proprietor or lessee. 

(iii) Nature of the crop or plants and the _area under 

cultivation. 

■ (iv) Estimated quantity of salt required. 

(v) Name of the nearest salt factory or Government’ 
depot from which salt has to be issued. 

(vij A declaration that the salt issued will be used solely 
as a fertilizer. 

The application shall be signed by the proprietor or 
lessee of the crops or plants. 

2. The Director of Agriculture and Fisheries shall, if he is 
satisfied that the salt is required for bona fide, agricultural 
purposes and the quantity applied for is not more than is 
actually required, countersign the application and forward 
the same to the Excise Commissioner, recommending the 
supply of a definite quantity of salt from a specified salt 
factory or depot. The Excise Commissioner on being satis¬ 
fied from enquiries made that the ryot is a person to whom 
the privileges of duty free issue of salt may be allowed 



■without danger to Government revenue shall either inspect 
the place himself or depute the Assistant Excise Commis¬ 
sioner of the Division in which the place of business is 
situated to do so and shall also satisfy himself that the 
applicant has a secure room for the safe custody of the salt. 
He will then issue an order to the officer in charge of the 
specified depot or salt factory to issue the salt duty free' 
after denaturing it in the.manner prescribed by him.

the cost price of the salt at such rate as the Excise Com¬ 
missioner may from time to time prescribe. A chalan for 
the remittance of the cost price shall be obtained from the 
officer in charge of the salt factory or depot. The quantity 
of salt sanctioned for delivery per month shall ;be removed in 
ohe or more instalments as may be needed. 

4. The salt shall be removed from the factory or depot 
only after the same is denatured by mixing the same with 
laurel or maravatti punnac and prawn-skin at the rate of (15) 
fifteen lbs. of punnac and 5 lbs. of prawn-skin for every 
(80) eighty lbs. of salt to be issued. The materials required 
for denaturing the salt shall, be supplied by the applicant at 
his own cost. 

5. The denatured salt shall be removed from the factory or 
depot premises in gunny bags to be provided by the applicant 
after the same is sealed by or under the orders of the Factory 
or Depot Officer and each bag should contain two Indian 
maunds. 

S6. The applicant shall be bound to convey the salt de* 
natured .as described above, or cause it to be conveyed direct 
from the salt factory or depot to the secure room mentioned 
in Rule 2 supra with unbroken seals. He shall then keep 
it in the store room approved by the Excise Commissioner and 
in the bags in which‘ it was removed from the factory or 
depot. The bags shall not be opened nor shall the seals be 
broken or removed until the salt is actually required for 
use. 

7. The denatured salt shall be removed from the store room 
only for the use for the purpose and in the manner prescribed • 
in the application. 

8. The person to whom the duty free issue of salt is 

S ranted shall keep an account in a form prescribed by the 
Iseise Commissioner showing the amount of ^denatured salt 
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so received, the quantity expended from time to time, with 
the purpose for and the manner in which it has been used and 
the daily balance in hand, etc. The account and the quantity 
in store shall at all reasonable times be open to inspection by 
any officer of the Excise Department of and above the rank 
of an Inspector or by any other officer whom the Excise 
Commissioner may empower specially in that behalf. 

9. In case of any infraction of these rules the permission 
to use salt duty free for manurial purposes will be liable to 
be withdrawn by the Excise Commissioner and all the salt 
remaining in store will be liable to be destroyed under orders 
of the Excise Commissioner. No refund will be made on 
aocount of the price of salt so destroyed. 

10. If it be found that any salt issued under ■ these rules is 
not duly accounted for as having been used for the purpose 
and in the manner stated in the application the person 
enjoying the concession shall on demand by the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner be bound to pay to Government the 
duty due on all salt not so accounted for at double the rate 
of duty on salt for the time being leviable. The person con¬ 
cerned will also be liable to punishment under the law for the 
time being in force and relating to the salt revenue, if it shall 
appear that such salt not so accounted for has • been other¬ 
wise used by him or with Ms consent or connivance* so as 
to defraud the salt revenue. 

31. .The permission to remove salt duty free under these 
rules may at any time be cancelled and withdrawn by the 
orders of the Government without cause assigned, in which 
case the person enjoying the duty free concession shall be 
bound to deliver up to such person as the Excise Commis¬ 
sioner may in writing appoint to receive the same in his 
custody and shall not be entitled to any payment by way of 
compensation or otherwise.

RULES FOE THE REMISSION OF THE DUTY ON 
a SALT USED FOR INDUSTRIAL PURPOSES. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 77 of the 
Salt Act, III of 1088 the Government of TIis Highness the 
Maharaja are hereby pleased to make the following rules for 
the refund of duty on salt used in any industrial process the 
minimum requirement of which is not below 100 maunds per 
mensem. 

1. Any person intending to use'salt in an industrial pro¬ 

cess (hereinafter referred to as the manufacturer) whose 
minimum requirements per mensem are not below 100 maunds 
and wishing to be admitted to the concession shall make an 
application to the Excise Commissioner, Travaneore, stating 
the process of manufacture in which he intends to use the 
salt and the approximate quantity of salt required in the year. 
If he wishes the concession to extend to more than one fac¬ 
tory or works a separate application must be made for each 
such factory or works. v ■ 

2. If the application is sanctioned, the manufacturer shall 
forthwith execute and lodge' with the Excise Commissioner, 
Travaneore an agreement in the form appended to these rules. 
He shall also pay to the aforesaid Excise Commissioner a 
supervision fee of Bh. Rs. 100 to cover the cost of inspections 
and any other departmental expenses involved: Provided 
that if the concession is granted after six months of a financial 
year have expired, the supervision fee payable for the said 
year shall be Bh. Rs. 50 and that if the full annual fee of Bh. 
Rs.' 100 has been paid and a concession is surrendered before 
the expiry of six months of a financial year or in the case of a 
new grantee within six months of the grant, Bh. Rs, 50 shall 
be refunded. 

8. After the execution of the agreement the manufacturer 
shall in the first instance provide himself with duty paid salt 
either (a) from the Salt Factories or Government, Salt Depots 
or lb) by purchase in the market. At the close of each quarter 
the manufacturer shall submit an application for refund of 
.the duty on the salt used, supported by the permits issued 
for the removal of salt from the Factories or Government de¬ 
pots or by the receipt of salt merchants from whom the salt 
has been purchased, as the caBe may be. ' 

4. For the purpose of these rales duty on salt purchased 
by the applicant shall be deemed to have been paid at the 
rate in force on the date of'purchase. *

following particulars. * 

(1) The balance of salt in store at the beginning of the- 

quarter. 

i.ii) The quantity of salt purchased during the quarter. 

(iii) The quantity of salt used during the quarter, and 

the quantity on v> hich a refund of duty is applied 
for. • 

(iv) The balance of salt in hand at the close of the 

quarter. 

(v) The quantity, w eight and such other details of pro - 

ducts manufactured during the quarter as may 
be required . by the Excise Commissioner or the 
Assistant Excise Commissioner of the Division 
hereinafter referred to as the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner. 

(vi) A declaration stating the product manufactured 

and the name and situation of the factory or 
works and that the salt on which a refund is ap¬ 
plied for has been used bona fide by the applicant 
in the process of manufacture of such product at 
* such factory or works. 

(2) The particulars entered iu accordance -with clauses 
(i), <ii), (iii) and (iv) sub-rule (1) shall distinguish between salt 
on which duty has been paid or is deemed under rule 4 to 
have been paid, at different rates. 

6. The application for refund of duty shall be sent to the 
Excise Commissioner who shall after verifying figures forward 
if to the Assistant Excise Commissioner for'disposal. 

7. The manufacturer shall prl&ide and set apart, for the 
storage of salt purchased for use in the factory, a store room 
which shall be, to the satisfaction of the - Assistant Excise 
Commissioner, securely constructed and fitted -with, a strong . 
door capable of being locked. Salt on which duty is deemed 
to have been paid at different rates under rule"4 shall be ' 
stored separately. 

8. (1) The store-room shall not be opened except between 
the hours of sunrise and sunset, and then only for one of the 
following purposes namely :— 

(a) for the receipt of salt in store ; 

, (b) for the preparation by grinding or for the issue of 

salt required for, purposes connected with manu¬ 
facture. 

(c) to allow the stock of salt to be checked by weigh- 
ment or otherwise by officers of the Excise De¬ 
partment. . 
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(2) The store-room shall not be opened except by or in 
the presence of the Manager of the Factory or the store¬ 
keeper of the factory, the latter shall retain the key of the 
store-room in Ms own possession. 

9. All spent-lye or other useless refuse containing salt 
shall be effectually-destroyed on or near the premises in such 
manner as the Excise Commissioner or the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner may direct. 

10. The factory or works may be entered and examined at 

any time by any officer of the Excise Department not below 
the rank of an Inspector or any one authorised for the pur¬ 
pose by the Excise Commissioner or the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner and due facilities for examining the manufac¬ 
turer’s Sillt .register as well as for checking the stock of salt 
received, expended-and in hand, shall be afforded by the 
Manager and all servants of the manufacturer. Salt shall be 
stored in the bags in which it is received from the Salt Fac¬ 
tories or depots. and the bags shall.be arranged in tiers so as 
to facilitate- checking and weighment. . . 

11. The register referred to in rule 10 shall be writtei? up 

daily and signed by the Manager or Store-keeper and shall be 
in the form hereto annexed. ' 

12. The Manager of the factory shall furnish, to the Excise 
Commissioner or the Assistant Excise Commissioner with a 
monthly statement to be posted by the 10th of each following 
month, showing the opening balance of Salt at ihe beginning 
of the month, the quantity purchased during the month, the 
quantity expended during tne month, the balance at the close 
of the month and the weighty or quantity or other particulars 
required by the Excise Commissioner or Assistant Excise 
Commissioner of the production during the month ' of the 
article for which the salt was used. The manufacturer’s book 
showing the weight or quantity of the article dealt with and 
of the product manufactured shall be open at any time to the 
inspection of any officer of the Excise Department not below 
the rank of an Inspector or anybody specially authorised for 
the purpose by the Excise Commissioner or the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner. Such Officer w^.11 also find out by ac¬ 
tual inspection the quantity of salt normally used in produ¬ 
cing-a definite quantity of the manufactured stuff.

IXSTEL'CIIOSS VO'JL THE MANUFACTURE OF PURE SALT. 

Preliminary Operations. At the commencement of all 
manufacturing seasons, the salt pans should be properly 
cleaned and tamped betore irrigating them with brine. In 
the case of tne pans whose ueds nave become very soft they 
should be railed up with the spade and tamped with fresh 
clay, if necessary. For quick consolidation some sand also 
may be used. During the cleaning operations the contents of 
the crystillisers should be thrown out through the bittern 
channels ; but should nos be allowed to be thrown into the 
condenser. In the ease qi new pans, however, the content^- 
may be allowed to be thrown into the condenser when brine 
of sufficient strength is not available for irrigating the con¬ 
densers. The presence of bitterns in the condensing bed 
helps the rapid condensation of the weak brine. The brine 
in the condenser should rise from 15* to 17" B. before it is 
let into the crystalhser. The crystallising bed should re¬ 
ceive a charge of brine 3 to 4 inches deep. If in the process 
of evaporation the, brine dries up through porosity of the 
crystalliser or other causes more brine should be let in from 
the condenser so that at the time of scraping salt, mother 
liquor may be present in sufficient quantities. 

ISct-aping. Balt should be' generally scraped from the pans, 
when the density of the brine reaches 29,30 or 31° B. In the 
case of the salt pans -of the Rajakkamangalom and 
Thainaracnlam Old Alloms,. salt is never scraped at this 
density. There, salt can generally be scraped only at a 
higher density. In scraping salt from those pans some weak 
brine should ‘be let in so as to reduce the density of the 
mother liquor to 30* or 31°. The salt so scraped will be 
found to possess the least quantity of magnesium salt. This 1 
device is the only practical means of reducing the associated 
magnesium salts to a minimum. Salt should not be allowed 
to be scraped from a bed in which all the mother liquor has 
evaporated. If salt is scraped from such beds, it will be 
found to be mixed up with sand and clay and is also generally 
discoloured. Without the addition of brine, salt scraped, 
besides being mixed with sand and clay, will also be found to 
possess a nauseating taste. The presence of brine in suffi¬ 
cient quantities at the time of scraping will enable the work¬ 
men to scrape salt without disturbing the soil of the, bed, 
which disturbance causes the bed soil to get mixed up with . 
salt. The brine will also keep the magnesium salt in solution. 
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The higher percentage of dirty salt manufactured and stored 
in the factories may be traced to the habit of the workmen 
' scraping salt from insufficient mother liquor or from pans in 
which the mother liquor has completely evaporated. Rains 
during the mnufacturing season naturally dissolve the salt 
formed. If the rains are strong enongh to disintegrate the 
soil of the pans they should be cleaned and tamped before 
irrigating for manufacture. If the rains are light the salt re¬ 
formed may be allowed to he scraped bnt before scraping the 
crystallising bed should be irrigated with some fresh dense 
brine from the condenser. This should be done to purge the 
impurities from the spontaneously formed salt. 

After every fifth* scraping the pans should be emptied of 
its bitterns and lightly tamped. 'The eliminated bitterns 
should not be allowed to be discharged into the condenser as 
4s done by the labourer. If this habit is not rigorously dis¬ 
couraged the new salt pans will fast degenerate into the con¬ 
dition of the old factories from which the salt can be scraped 
from over-dense brine. The time for the elimination of the 
bitterns will be indicated not only by the over-density of the 
brine at which salt can -be scraped bnt also by the discolora¬ 
tion and the quality of the salt. When these indications 
become evident, further scraping should be prevented- The 
pans mast be cleaned and tamped before scraping is again 
resumed. 

Removal-of salt. Salt scraped and heaped on the ridges 
should not be allowed to be removed to the drying ground be¬ 
fore it is inspected by the Inspector. All salts on the ridges 
not coming up. to the standard .should be immediately re¬ 
jected. It may be allowed to be thrown into the erystalliser, 
if imptoveable by washing:in brine. Generally the salt ‘re¬ 
jected should be thrown into the condenser- The salt scraped 
should be heaped on the ridges in..separate heaps. 'Succes¬ 
sive scraping should not be placed one ovqr the other. If the 
scrapings are placed one over the other, the lower layer will 
remain undried and ultimately get clotted. The salt scraped 
should-be heaped ou the ridges in narrow and long pyramids . 

Discolouration of salt in Puthallom Factory. . The reddish 
colouration of salt in this allorn is due to the presence of iron 
in the soil of the pans. Much of the discolouration is due to 
the presence of red sand on the ridges. If the ridges are given 
a surface coating of black clay and river sand much of the 
discolouration may be prevented, /-gain at the commence¬ 
ment of every Thye pani, such of the pans as contain a high 
percentage of red clay should be tamped with free from iron. 
This will improve the condition of the . soil favourable to the 
production of salt free from discolouration. ~ ,

1. The depot shall be in charge of a 1st grade Pett-v Officer* 
assisted by three peons. 

2. From the date on which the issue uegins in the salt 
depot, the salt bankshall 1 attached oo the Railway Customs 
shall be abolished. All unsold sals in stocs on D- I ate and 
all records connected with the salt bankshall -shall be trans¬ 
ferred to the depot, together with the scales, weights, empty 
gunnies etc. The salt so transferred shall he duly credited 
in the accounts of the depot. 

3. The Petty Officer shall be under she direct orders of the 
Excise Division Officer, Quilon. 

4. The Inspector of the Shencotsa Range will have inspec¬ 
ting power over the depot. He should make frequent sur¬ 
prise visits, cheek-tve.igh the issue and ’ . f cti , v ork in 
the depot. He should enter in an inspection book to be kept 
in the depot any irregularities that he may observe and 
send at once a copy of tne same to the Officer m charge of the 
Division for his information. 

5. The receipt and storage of salt, shall be regulated by 
Rule 95 to 108 of the Salt Rules dated the 23rd November 1919 
in so far as they are applicable to this depot. 

6. The depot shall be kept open for purposes of sale from 
11 a. it. to 4 p. k. on all days except recognised holidays. 

7. Salt will be sold retail i. e., up to 2 maimds at the depot 
as well as wholesale. Retail purchasers should pay in cash 
to the Officer in charge of the depot, the price of the quantity 
required by them at the rate fixed by Government. The issue 
of salt above 2 maunds will be made only on payment of the 
price beforehand at the Treasury on chalans to be issued by 
the Officer in charge of the depot. Retail sales will he closed' 
for the day at 2 p. m,, so that the collections of the day may 
be immediately sent to the Treasury. 

8. No salt less than 1/8 of a maund shall be sold to a retail 
purchaser and less than 16 maunds to a. wholesale purchaser. 

9. Sheds shall be opened for issue only in the order of 
completion of storage and no salt shall be issued from a shed 
in which the storage has not'been completed nor shall any 
salt be sold which has. not been stored in the shed. 

10. The Officer in charge on receiving the Treasury receipt 

should immediately note thereon the time and date of receipt. 
In the case of wholesale purchasers salt will be issued in the 
order in whic h chalans are received. _ _ 

* Petty officer denotes Preventive Offioer. 
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11. The weigh ment shall be done by a peon deputed by the 
Officer for the purpose and not by a cooly. 

12. The Officer in charge of the guard at the gats shall 
count the number of bags required by each wholesale pur¬ 
chaser for the removal of salt and he shall satisfy himself 
that it exactly corresponds to the number required for the 
quantity shown in the Treasury receipt. 

' 1)3. The gunnies shall then be produced before the officer 
conducting Weighment. 

14. On receipt of the Treasury receipt, the Petty Officer 

shall in his presence have the salt issued. The Petty Officer 
shall be held responsible for the correct weighmant of all 
salt issued by him. - 

15. As soon as each weighment is completed and the salt 
delivered to the purchaser, the Petty Officer shall make the 
necessary entries in the, delivery book and obtain therein the 
signature of the purchaser. 

16. Weighing machines provided by Government shall 
alone be used for the weighment of salt. Purchasers of salt 
may test the weights and scales used for the weighment, 
check-weighment and removal of salt. 

17. The depot shall bejprovided with standard weights as 

shown below. . 

2 One maund weight. 

1 half maund weight. 

1 quarter maund weight. 

1 one-eighth maund weight. 

IS. All salt for which the price has been received or 
Treasury receipt accepted bn any day shall be weighed and 
removed before fir. ir. on that day and no salt shall he re- 
moved unless the same is accompanied by a permit* granted 
by the Officer in charge of the depot. 

19. Every purchaser of salt shall produce the salt and the 
permit to the officer deputed for guard duty at the gate. The 
Officer shall satisfy himself that the quantity removed cor¬ 
responds to the quantity Mentioned in the permit. If they 
agree he shall initial the permit and return the same to the 
purchaser. If he has reasonable grounds to entertain a'ny 
suspicion regarding the quantity of salt produced' before 
him by any purchaser, he shall detain the salt and immedi¬ 
ately report the fact to the Inspector of the Range for orders. 

20. The Petty Officer shall not issue any salt from any 
storage shed when the accounts show that the stock remain¬ 
ing therein does not exceed 20 per cent of the total quantity 
stored in it. In such oases, he shall 'forward an urgent report 
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to the officer in charge of the Division intimating to him that 
the above percentage is to bo reached. On receipt ot such 
report, the officer in charge of the Division shall proceed to 
rihenootta and him,self supervise the issue or salt from the 
shed until the shed is cleared or he may issue orders to the 
Inspector in charge of the Range to supervise the issue every 
day till the shed is cleared. The results ot sues clearing 
and such examination shall duly be reported to the Excise 
Commissioner. 

. .21. The Officer in charge of the Division shall at least once 
in every month check-weigh the salt issued for removal from 
the depot and shall state the result of such weighrnent in his 
diary as well as inspection book kept in tne depot. It shall be 
the duty of the Inspector in charge ot the Range to ciieck- 
weigh the salt issued for removal at least once u week. The 
result of such cheek-weighmeut should similarly be entered 
in the Inspection book. 

If any noticeable variations are observed, a special report 
should be sent to the'Excise Commissioner with the expla¬ 
nation of the Officer in charge of the depot. 

22. Whenever the Officer in charge of the Division has 
reason to believe that the stock in the depot is likely to be 
exhausted before the next supply comes in, he may, subject 
to the approval of the Excise Commissioner, adopt such 
measures as he may deem necessary for regulating sales so as 
to prevent-speeulators from obtaining possession of the quan¬ 
tity of salt remaining in the depot. ' 

23. The peon * deputed for duty as gate guard shall be told 
off by the. Inspector in charge of the Range from the establish¬ 
ment sanctioned for the Range. Such peons shall be changed 
once in .three days- 

24. All moneys received shall be remitted into the Treasury 
on the same day and the receipt obtained shall be tiled in the 
depot. 

. 25. A day-book as per form prescribed shall be maintained 
in the depot, wherein the particulars regarding the issue of 
each day shall be entered. 

26. A. copy of the day’s nalvaztu shali be forwarded to the 
officer in charge of the'Division before the close of the next 
working day. 

27. All registers and froms in use shall bear the seal of 
the officer in charge of the division and shah be serially num¬ 
bered in his office-before issue. 

28. All salt required for sale in the Bankshalls at Elathoor 
and Ayikudv shall be issued from the depot on indents receiv¬ 
ed from the Officer in charge of those Bankshalls.

INSTRUCTIONS ISSUED FOB THE GUIDANCE OF OFFICERS 
AND THE LICENSEES IN KEGAEQ TO THE TRANSPORT 
OF SALT UNDEKBOND 

In addition to the itul.es passed by Government vide R. Dis- 
No. 1442/28. Dovpt... dated 6th August 1928, and subsequently 
■ amended by Notification No. R. Dis. 294/81/ Devpt., dated 13th 
February 1931 and the conditions in the agreement executed 
by the licensees for the transport of salt underbond, the 
following instructions are issued for the guidance of the 
Officers "and the licensees in regard to the transport of salt 
under oond uncer clause 15 of the Underbond Rules. 

1. Licensees so whom permission has been granted for the 
transport, ot salt underbond from the salt factories to the 
depots, or their authorised agents shall present to the Officer 
in charge of tne factory an application in writing giving there¬ 
in the quantity oi salt proposed.to be removed each day and 
the number of neap or heaps from which the salt is to be 
removed and the pani to which they belong. 

2. Court fee stamps to the value of Ohs. 2 shall be affixed 
to the application. The application shall, be presented not 
later than 4 p. si. on the day previous to the day of removal. 

3. The number of bags required for the quantity of. shit 
to be removed shall be produced by the licensee before weigh- 
ment begins. 

4. The officer in charge of the factory shall on receipt of 
the 'application forward to the weighing Officer an order-for ' 
the weighment of salt. Before commencing weighment of 
salt, the" weighing officer shall ascertain the tare of the bags 
by actual weighment and note if in the delivery book. He 
should then proce.ed to weigh the salt. 

5. The weighment of salfjor each day shall begin at 7 a. m 
and close at 3. p. if, 

6. The licensee should arrange for a sufficient number o f 
coolies iso complete the weighment of the full quantity of 
salt applied for weighment each day before 3 p. m. 

7. When the weighment and bagging of salt are completed 
the Officer in charge of the factory shall check-wei'gh not less 
than 20 per cent of the number of bags and note the fact in 
the check-weighment register. No bags shall be allowed to 
be removed unless the check-weighment has been completed 
by the Officer in charge of the Factory. 

8. The Officer in charge of the Division shall check-weigh 
not less tihau 10 per cent, of the salt weighed out on any day 
and the number of days in which check-weighment has to be 
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beach. If any appreciable difference is observed, action 
should be taken as provided for in Buie 59 of the Salt Rules. 

15. Neither weighment nor removal of salt will be permit¬ 
ted on authorised holidays except with the special sanction 
of the Assistant Excise Commissioner. 

16. When bags of salt are water borne for the purpose of 
being shipped, the Officer deputed to supervise the shipping 
shall send with each boat a boat-note containing the following 
particulars. 

» No. Date. 

1. Name of boatman. 

2. Number of the boat. 

• 3. Number of bags. 

Signature of the officer on duty. 

The boat-note shall be cyclostyled, stitched into books 
sealed by the Divi sion Officer, and delivered to the officer on 
duty at the beach for use. 

.1.7. Every such boat-note shall be delivered to the master 
of the vessel transporting salt and such master shall sign the 
boat-note and note therein the number of bags received and - 
return the same for being delivered to the Officer who issued 
the note. Such Officer shall forward all the notes relating to 
the quantity shipped in any vessel to the officer in charge of 
the factory concerned, who should then issue a shipping bill 
for the quantity actually loaded in the vessel as per endorse¬ 
ment of the master of the vessel in the boat note. 

18. Whenever in the course of shipment any salt is lost in 

the sea, the Officer deputed for supervising the shipping 
shall immediately forward a report showing the circumstances 
relating to the loss which have come within his personal 
observation to the Officer in charge of the factory concerned 
and to the Officer in charge of the Division. On receipt of the. 
report, the Officer in charge of the Division shall at once 
repair to the spot, and after making a careful enquiry regard¬ 
ing the reported loss, forward a report to the Excise Commis¬ 
sioner. The quantity if any salved from, the sea, shall be 
weighed and handed over to the licensee or his agent for 
transport. • - ■ 

19. The licensee shall be permitted to put up a temporary 
shed at the beach for the stacking of salt bags in such manner 
as may be directed by the Officer in charge of the Division 
who will arrange for a sufficient number of Excise Officers, 
under a Petty Officer for guarding the salt stacked. The shed 
of each licensee should be guarded by a separate staff. No 
empty bags of any article other than the salt bags stacked 
therein sUall be permitted to be kept in such sheds. The 
sheds themselves should be demolished within a week after . 
the termination of the transport. 
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20. The Officer on duty shall keep an account from day to 
day, showing the quantity of salt stacked in the sheds, the 
quantity shipped and the quantity remaining in the shed. 
Such account shall be kept in the shed and shall'be open for 
inspection by the Officer in charge of the Division and his 
subordinates not below the rank of Inspector. 

21. One of the best platform scales in the Division shall be 
kept in position at the beach for purposes of check-weighment. 

22. The officers on duty at the beach shoiild be changed 
once a fortnight. 

V. 

Excise Commissioner’s Notification dated 3rd 
January 1929. 

Under section 5 of the Salt Act, III of 1088 and Rule 145 
of the Salt Rules dated 28th November 1919, it is _ hereby 
notified with the sanction of Government, conveyed in their 
proceedings No. R. Dis. 1886/28/Devpt., dated 11th October 
1928, that the Excise-Commissioner, delegates to the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner r Salt B’aetory Division, (Nagercoil Divi¬ 
sion) the powers conferred on him by the said Act and Rules 
as stated below:— 

1. Power to arrange for the construction and maintenance 
of the works mentioned in Section 29 of Act ill of 1088, 
carried out to his satisfaction. 

2. Power to order the sale or destruction of salt stored for 
more-than five years' and recover the cost from the licensee 
under Rule 6 (19) of the Salt Rules. 

3. Power to prescribe the dates far the commencement and 
closure of the manufacture of salt in each factory under 
Rule 22. 

4. Power to prescribe the time for the removal of salt to 

the drying grounds under Rule 26. . 

5. Power to fix the drying ground to which salt from each 
pan shall be removed, the platform on which it shall be stored 
and the route by which salt shall be removed from pans to the 
drying grounds or from the drying grounds to the place of 
storage, as the case may be, under Rule 27. 

6. Power 'to set apart in every factory suitable places to 
serve as drying grounds or storage platforms under Rule 29. 

7. Powerto order storage of salt on holidays, if necessary, 
under Rule 38. 

8. Power to issue instructions under Rule 43, from time to 

time to the licensees in regard to-the matters relating to 
storage not provided for in the Rules. * 

9. Phwer to fix the time for the removal of salt' under Rule

Neglect or indifference, in this matter is sure to affect the 
salt revenue of the State and will be disastrous m its con¬ 
sequences. 


No, 15100'IS. 882,. dated •■10-5-1037/28-0-1112. 

Officers in charge of the Salt factories are.informed tnat 
the results of the analysis of the samples of salt scraped at 
different degrees, disclosed that the salt scraped from brine 
above 30 c Bean me, contains a large percentage of magnesium 
chloride and magnesium sulphate. The Director of Indus¬ 
tries, under whose supervision the analysis was conducted, 
and who conducts experimental works in the-Old Allom, is of 
opinion that'the salt scraped from brine above 30° is impure 
on account of the presence of the above s-alts m targe quanti¬ 
ties. Rule 6 (4, of the Salt Rules lays down that no salt shall 
be scraped when the density of the brine in the pans exceeds 
30 Q B, The Officers in charge of the factories should, there¬ 
fore, see that salt is scraped before the density of the brine 
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in the crvstallisers exceeds 30° B, Salt formed in the pans 
above 30® should never be allowed to be scraped._ Such salt, 
should be permitted to be scraped only after letting in weak 
brine from the condenser and after bringing the density of 
the brine in the crystalliser to 30®. The - Officers in charge of 
the Factories should personally test the brine in the Crystal- 
Users before scraping is allowed. Any laxity on the part of 
the officers in charge of the factories in carrying out the 
above instructions will be seriously taken notice of. 

2. The elimination of bitterns is one of the essential items 
of work for manufacturing pure salt. As per Rule 6 (4) of 
the Salt Rules, the bitterns should be eliminated after every 
fifth scraping. As the bitterns are rich in magnesium salts, 
the same render the brine more and more viscous and reduces 
the rate of evaporation. The eliminated -bitterns should not 
be allowed to be discharged into the condenser or the reser¬ 
voir. The same should be sent out of the factory. The time 
for the elimination of the bitterns will be indicated not only 
by the over-density of the brine at which salt is formed but 
also by the discolouration and the quality of the salt. When 
these indications become evident, further scraping should be 
prevented. The pans must then be cleared and tamped 
before scraping is again resumed. 

In factories where there are no arrangements for elimina¬ 
ting the bitterns out of the factory, the licensees should be 
asked to execute the necessary works for the elimination 
of bitterns before the commencement of the Purattasi Pani, 
1113. The licensees may be infofmed that the manufacture 
of salt will not be permitted in Purattasi Pani, 1113, unless 
the necessary arrangements are made for the emptying of 
bitterns outside the factory. 


V. 

No. 12771/S. 531 dated 12-2-1940|S0-6-1115. 

In connection with the audit of accounts of. certain Salt 
Depots, the Accountant General brought to the notice of 
Government that Salt Rules, especially Rules Nos. 100, 108,' 
124 and 125 are not being observed properly. Though certain 
practical difficulties involved in observing some of these 
Rules were pointed out. Government have ordered that Salt 
Rules contain certain safeguards to prevent malpractices, 
that unless.the Rules are strictly enforced, the interests of 
Government are bound to suffer, that they, therefore, con¬ 
sider that the Rules should be strictly enforced .and that any 
Officer found violating the rules should be severely punished.

The Officers in charge of, Divisions having control ovor 
bait Depots as well as the Officers who are in immediate 
charge of Depots are therefore requested to observe these 
Enles strictly. _ 


No. 16757|S. 7S5 dated 4-4-1940. 

Complaints have been received from the public that 
the salt issued from the depots is very’Often found mixed 
with sand and dirt. As it is, there is possibility of sand and 
dirt getting mixed with salt under the present arrangement of 
transport of salt from the salt factories and the storage of the 
same in the depot sheds. It is understood, that at present 
the salt bags intended tor transport to the depots are at 
first stacked on the sandy beach at Manakudy in tne tempor¬ 
ary sheds put up by the transport contractor. The bags are 
then transferred to 'Fathamara and transported to tiie port 
salt depots. On landing at the ports the bags are again 
stacked at the beach on the sandy door and then removed to 
the sheds for storage- The above practice is found to be 
specially so in respect of the salt transported to Quilonand. 
to Munambom. Then in the process of storage it happens 
that a large quantity of‘sand sticking to the feet of the coolies 
engaged by the transport contractor for the storage 5f salt, 
is deposited in the depot sheds at each trip. Last of all, the 
salt itself is stored on the claye lioor of the sheds in some 
depots uncovered by anything. This state of affairs should 
not be allowed to continue any further, bait being an article 
of food, it should be the duty of the officers to see that its 
quality is preserved until it is issued out for consumption 
from the factories or depots. . The officers in charge of salt 
factories and depots .as well as the subordinates ‘deputed'for 
storage and sale should bestow proper attention with a view 
to preventing salt getting mixed with sand and dirt at the 
time of scraping, storage aijft sale in the salt factories and in' 
the process of transport and storage of salt in the depots. 
In doing this they are also requested to.follow the instruc¬ 
tions given below. ■ 

(1) At the Salt Factories. ' Salt found mixed with sand,, 
mud or dirt should not be allowed to be stored. At the time 

, of issue, the layer of salt forming a foot or so of the heap 
from the base should be cleansed of impurities by washing 
the salt in large tubs or cisterns of saturated brine. If the 
licensees cannot do this, such salt may be thrown into the r 
reservoirs on obtaining orders from the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner. 

(2) In.the process of Transport . In the case of trans¬ 
port of salt to the depots, whether (rovernm’ent or under¬ 
load, the transporting contractors or the licensees as the 
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case maybe, shall be asked to stop the practice of stacking 
the bags of salt at the Manakudy beach and as and when this 
is found unavoidable, they shall be allowed to stack the bags 
in the sheds put up by them on grounds well covered with 
mats or tarpaulins and this being repeated at the place of 
destination also. Before the salt is taken from the place of 
landing to the depot sheds for weighment and storage, the 
contractors or the licensees as the case may be, shall be 
asked to arrange for spreading mats at the place of weighment 
and on the way; to the sheds. The contractors or the 
licensees as the case may be, shall be. warned against the . 
consequences of any negligence shown by them in this res¬ 
pect. -The Inspectors in charge of depots shall also satisfy 
themselves that the utmost precaution was taken to preserve 
the quality of salt. 

At the Depots. In the depots, the flooring of the sheds 
should be well covered with mats to prevent the admixture 
of elay and dirt with salt. The Assistant Excise Commis¬ 
sioners having jurisdiction over salt depots will make the 
necessary arrangements for the same. 


No. 39502/s. 1640 dated 29-10-1118/12-6-1943. 

It is seen that since the publication of the rules regard¬ 
ing the issue of salt duty free for use in manufactures in the 
year 1924 the duty free concession has been given to many 
leather merchants and other industrial concerns in the State 
and that such merchants or firms are regularly getting the 
sanctioned quantitv of salt as per the original sanction. 
Under the rules the"Assistant Excise Commissioners in charge 
of Divisions and the Excise Inspectors having jurisdiction 
over such businesS concerns, are expected to examine their 
accounts and take action for any irregularity that may be 
noticed. Such inspection and examination of their accounts 
are intended to detect and prevent any abuse of the con¬ 
cession granted to the industrialists and consequently to 
safeguard Government revenue. But there is not a single 
instance of any such inspection reported to this office by 
any of the' Assistant Excise Commissioners. This is a 
serious omission or neglect if not an evasion of important 
work. As a result the present issue may not now in all cases 
be for honafide manufactures and this office has no idea as to 
whether all the persons to whom the concession has been 
extended are still continuing their business, whether they 
are having the same volume of business as they had originally 
at the time when the duty free concession was first sanc¬ 
tioned to them or whether their business has dwindled and 
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whether they still deserve the concession granted to them 
several year's back. Periodical inspection of sn.ch business 
concerns and the examination of their accounts and sub¬ 
mission of reports to this office regarding the same are highly 
necessary to serve the best interests of Government. The 
Assistant Excise Commissioners in charge of Divisions are 
therefore requested to devote .their special attention to.this 
work and to send up monthly returns of such inspections 
with a certificate that they have satisfied themselves that 
the receipients of duty free salt for use in manufactures are 
utilising the salt properly and without detriment to the 
interests q# Government. 


VIII. 

It has been brought to the notice of the undersigned that 
the salt issued from the Salt Factories is not taken out be¬ 
fore the prescribed time and that very often salt bags are 
stacked outside the factory for transport during night or at 
the convenience of the merchants. This practice would lead 
to leakage of Government revenue and has to be condemned. 
The Officers in charge of Salt Factories are therefore directed 
not to issue more salt on any day than could be transported 
to the place of destination before 6-30 p. m. Infringement of 
the above rule by the officers in charge of Salt Factories will 
be seriously noticed. (Issued in 1120). 
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THE SYSTEM OF SALT ADMINISTRATION. 


The Salt Administration in Travan'core is merged in the 
Excise Department. The Excise Commissioner is the Head 
of the Sait Administration. . The Salt Administration com¬ 
prises the salt factories also known as alloms and the Salt 
Depots. Ail the Salt Factories are situated in the Nagercoil 
Excise Division while the salt depots are scattered through 
out the State. The Assistant Excise Commissioner,.Nagercoil 
within whose jurisdiction the salt factories are situate exer¬ 
cises control in the ipatter of salt administration in the fac¬ 
tories, while the supervision of the depots rests with the 
Assistant Excise Commissioners in. whose jurisdictions the 
respective depots are situate. The existing salt factories 
are placed,’some under the charge of Inspectors and others 
under the charge of Sub Inspectors. The inspectors and Sub- 
Inspectors in charge of the factories are known as the fac¬ 
tory officers. The salt factories of Thamaraculam Old Ailom, 
the Extension Factories Nos. I and . II, the S. S. and S. M. 
K. M. Alloms the S. 1 M.-G. N. Allom, the Oolachel factory 
and Kovalam are under the charge of Excise Inspectors 
while the Thattarippu Odai, the Variyoor, the Rajakkamanga- 
lam alloms and Puthallom factory are under the charge of 
Sub-Inspectors. 

" The Salt Depots . The depots existing at present are ; - 

1. The Trivandrum Port Salt Depot. 

2. The Quilon Port Salt Depot. - • 

3. The Quilon Railway Salt Depot. 

4. The Shencotta SalLDepot. 

• 5. The Alleppey Port Salt Depot. 

6. The Munambom Port Salt Depot. ■ 


The depots at Trivandrum, Alleppey and Munambom are 
each under an Excise Inspector. Thereis only one Inspector 
for the two depots at vuilon, who is also the Sea Customs 
Inspector. The depot at Shencotta is placed under the charge 

of a Petty Officer (Preventive Officers 

The purposes served by the Salt Depots. The salt depots 
are intended for the storage and sale of salt both produced in 
the country and imported from outside. At present no salt 
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is being imported- from outside. The depots are in fact the 
salt warehouses. As'the salt factories are all located in one 
corner of the State it was felt necessary for the salt being 
stored in the different centres of the State so that this essen¬ 
tial commodity for daily life can be brought within easy reach 
of the people in the different parts of the State. As the 
Government control the production and import of salt it is a 
duty devolving on them to make it easily available to the 
people. The existence of depots throughout the State acts 
also as a check to profiteering -by the d9alei’S of-salt, which 
would have otherwise arisen. The management of depots is 
governed by statutory provisions which will be hereinafter 
referred to. The transactions in the salt factories and depots 
are governed by Act III of 1088, the Salt Act and the Rules 
passed and orders issued thereunder. 

The Salt Rules. The Salt Rules, have been promulgated 
under Notification No. S. R. 8142 dated 28-11-1019 as amended 
by Notifications

; ’ The Salt Act. The Salt Act already referred to contains 
7 chapters comprising 80 sections. . The first chapter en¬ 
compasses 3 sections, dealing with preliminary matters such 
as the title of the Act, repeal of enactment, saving of 



powers and interpretation of terms. The second chapter 
tinder which Sections 4 and 5 come, deals .with the appoint¬ 
ment of officers and withdrawal and delegation of powers. 
The third chapter has 3 parts. The first part comprises Sec¬ 
tions 6 to 18 which deal with the manufacture of salt, in 
general terms. Part 2 deals with the manufacture of salt for 
sale to the Government and contains 5 sections numbering 
from 19 to 23. The subject matter dealt with in this part of 
the chapter relates to the monopoly factories. The parti¬ 
culars.relating to monopoly - factories are given infra. Part 3 
of this chapter embodies the provisions relating to the manu¬ 
facture of salt for general sale and partly for general sale and 
partly for sale to Government. Sections 24 to 32 oecnpy this 
part of the chapter. There is no salt factory in Travancore in 
Whi^h'salt ismanufactured entirely for general sale. 

• The Excise factories in Travancore are only quasi Excise 
factories, otherwise known as modified Excise factories in 
which salt is mannfactured partly for general sale and-partly 
for sale to Government. The quota of salt for sale to Gov¬ 
ernment has been fixed in the Excise factories on the basis of 
a definite measure, for a definite unit of area", taking into 
consideration the outlay involved in the establishment of 
each factory and the scope for the development. 

Payment is made at prescribed rates in the shape of kudi-. 
vila for the salt sold to Government. The licensee is at 
liberty to sell the balance of salt produced after paying the 
duty dne to Government and on receipt of a minimum cost 
price of 10 annas a maund. Of course the transactions of sale 
are subject to close supervision of tho departmental officers, 
as laid down in the Salt llules. The b&mrkudiviia means the 
contributiotf paid by the Government to the salt licensees for 
the salt delivered by the latter to the former as the former’s 
share bf Melvaram. 

Chapter.4 deals with tlie removal of salt and payment of 
duty and charges. Sections 33 to 37 occupy this chapter. In 
the provisions' Covered by this chapter Government have taken 
powers to formulate rules for imposing duty on the salt 
nnftrufactured, to increase, reduce'or remit the duty, fix the 
minimum price of salt excavated etc., to prescribe routes for 
import ■’ and export of salt. Government also reserve the 
power -for the issue of permits for the removal of salt, 
to the weighment of salt and the establishment of preventive 
stations.. The 5th chapter deals with powers of Public Offi¬ 
cers for the detection and.punishment of offences Under Salt 
Law. Sections 38 to 65 are included in this chapter. Accord¬ 
ing to the provisions of this chapter-, any Excise Officer 
not below the rank of a, Sub-Inspector, as w-ell [as Officers 



in charge of Police Stations, or any other class of Officers of 
the Government, who may by Notification in the' Gazette be 
authorised by Government in this behalf, and also the head 
of a Pakuthy can enter and search a place between sunrise 
and sunset without a warrant from a Magistrate, if the said 
Officers have reason to believe that contraband salt is being 
manufactured, sold or kept in the place desired to be searched 
and that the delay in obtaining a search warrant will prevent 
the discovery thereof, (Vide Sections 89 to 40), provided the 
reasons for such belief are recorded beforehand.. These 
officers can also, as a result of their search, arrest any person 
concerned in the manufacture, sale, keeping of, or dealing 
with such contraband salt. In the matter of taking cogni¬ 
zance of offences committed in any public thoroughfare or 
open place other than a dwelling place, any officer of the 
Excise, Police, or Land fie venue Department has the neces¬ 
sary powers. The power, of enquiry and charge sheeting of 
offenders, rests with'the Excise Inspector in charge of the 
fiange within the. jurisdiction of which the offence is com¬ 
mitted. All the officers of the Police or Land Revenue De¬ 
partment, land-holders and others are under legal obligations 
to report offences under Salt Law to an Excise Officer. In 
the case of land holders and' others the information relating 
to commission of offences may be communicated to a Magis¬ 
trate or any Police or Land Revenue Officer also (vide Sec¬ 
tions 61 and 62). Provision is also made in this chapter-for 
confiscation of.things liable thereto a-nd their disposal. The 
Excise Commissioner is empowered under Section 65 to Cancel 
or suspend a license if the holder thereof is convicted under 
the provisions of the Act. ' 

Chapter 6, which contains Sections 66 to 71 deals with 
penalties for violations of .Salt Law and Rules. The following 
acts have been penalised under Section 66, viz., 

( a ) Removing salt without or in excess of the permits 
rendered necessary by the Salt Act. 

(.'•) excavating, collecting or possessing salt earth in 
any local area, where it is contraband salt except for agri¬ 
cultural and building purposes; 

(c) manufacturing salt without license in any way other 
than excavating or collecting salt earth ; 

. ‘ (d) purchasing, obtaining, possessing, selling or weigh¬ 
ing contraband salt, other than salt earth, knowing or having 
reason to believe it to be contraband ; 

(e) attempting to commit, or within the meaning of the 
Travancore Penal Code abetting the commission of any of the 
ahov@ acts. ■ _ . „■■■■■. 
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Sections 68, 69 and 76 deni with penal provisions exclu¬ 
sively enacted against- the Officer:; of the Excise or other 
Departments for infringement of tno provisions of the Act 
and the Rules. 

Chapter 7, which is the concluding one, having sections 
72 to 80, contains''the general provisions such as publication 
of Rules and Notifications, mode of conferring powers, service 
of summons, presumption as to possession, recovery, of sums 
due to Government, power to make Rules, appeals against 
orders, limitations and powers of Superior Officers of the 
Excise Department. 


The scope of the Salt Rules : The Salt Rules nave been 
prescribed under Section 77 for regulating the.matters con¬ 
templated under Sub-section (a), (b), tc), (g) and ihj. 

. Sub-section 77 (a). This Section deals with the grant of 
•licenses and permits and the particulars and conditions to be 
contained therein. Rules 1 to I t regulate the above purpose. 

Sub-section 77 (In. The section deals -with the registry 
and acceptance of transfers and the relinquishment of licen¬ 
ses. Rules 11 to 21 bear ou this subject. 

Sub-section 77 ic). This section -relates to. the 'manu¬ 
facture, storage, sale and removal of salt in and from salt 
factories and the import or export of salt by sea or land. 
These purposes are regulated by Rules 22 to 80. The Rules 
are contained in chapters 8, 4, 5 and 6. 

Chapter 3 contains Rules 22 to 28 relating to manufacture 
of salt, Rules 29 to 44 comprised in chapter 4 govern the 
Storage of salt. Rules 45-79 belong to Chapter V._ This 
Chapter is divided into 2 parts (a) and (b). Part (a) is con¬ 
cerned with the* removal of salt on account of salt from the 
alloms. Rules 48 to 6 ■> relate to this subject. Part (b) con¬ 
taining rules numbering from 69 to 79, govern the removal of 
salt for transport by sea on account of Government.. The 
transport, mentioned above is that undertaken for the storage 
in Government Depots. 

Chapter 6 contains only one section viz., section 80, deal¬ 
ing with the import and export of salt. This section forbids 
the importation into and exportation from Travancore, of salt 
except-(l) Induppu and table salt under the Customs^ Import 
Tariff on payment of,the prescribed duty at the chow Keys ; 

(2Von account of Government; 

(3) by Government contractors under the terms of their 
contract; 

(4) for the immediate personal use of travellers.provid- 
. ed that the quantity carried does not exceed | seer ; 
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i'o) for consumption within the Devioulom Taluk and 
the Vandamettu Pakufchy of the Peormade Taluk imported 
through routes guarded by chowkeys and on payment of she 
prescribed duty at those chowkeys ; and 

■(6) By contractors engaged by foreign Governments 
for the supply of salt to those Governments from the Salt 
- Factories and Salt Depots in Tra van core. 

Section 77 (g) refers to the disposal of confiscated articles. 

Sections 81 to 93 contained in Chapter VII relate to this 
matter. 

Section 77 (h) provides for rules for generally carrying 
out the provisions of-the Act. This purpose is served by 
Rule 94 in Chapter VIII and also ftnles .135 to 144 in Chapter X, 
and Rules 145 to 149 in Chapter XI. Rule 94 relates to grant 
of land for manufacture. This Rule has two parts 1 and 2. 
Part 1 relates to compensation in cases of resumption of land 
by Government or of conversion of the factory into monopoly 
factory. Part 2 deals with the obligations of Government for 
payment of Uudivaram to manufacturer and the right of Gov¬ 
ernment to purchase the whole quantity manufactured. The 
stipulation in the above two parts arises in connection with 
the-'grant of Government lah’ds for the right of manufacture. 
Chapter X bears on the grant of rewards and Chapter XI is 
taken up with miscellaneous matters set forth in the Rules 
thereof. Chapter IX which contains Rules 95 to 134 (F) is 
exclusively set apart for transactions relating to the Port 
Salt l. epots. Of the Rules contained in the chapter, Rules 95 
to 108 govern the landing and storage of salt. Rules 109 to 134 
(F) regulate the issue of salt'from the Salt depots. But Rules 
134 (A) to .134 (F-) promulgated under Notification R. 0. C. 
No. P. 149/JD. S. R. of 21 dated 23-8-1921 deal exclusively with 
the.fish curing purposes. These provisions ar» supplemented 
by instructions elucidated infra. 

Besides the provisions governing the Salt Administration 
set forth in the above Rules, provision has also been, made 
{1} for the supplementing of the Rules relating to the supply 
of salt for fish curing, (2) for the issue of salt duty free for 
use in manufactures, (3) for trasporfc of salt underbond by salt 
licensees for storage in salt depots without payment of duty, 
for subsequent sale on payment of duty, (41 for the transfer 
of salt between Excise Licensees and private persons.'and 
(5) for the issue of salt duty free for manorial purposed. The 
Rules relating to issno of salt for fish curing purposes is con- . 
tained in Notification R. 0. C. No. P. 14y/D. S. R, of 1921. 
This Notification has two parts, the first of which relates to 
Rules 134 (A) to 134 (F). The second part deals with the in- ' 
stractions and contains 14 clauses which are separately given 
in the Volume. ' . 
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Provisions relating to the issue of duty free salt for manu¬ 
factures are contained in Notification dated 5th August 1929 
with 11 clauses. 

(3) The underbond transport Rules are promulgated under 
Section 77 of the Salt Act, Sub-sections (e) and id) in Govern¬ 
ment Notification ft. Dis. No. 1442(28/Devpt, dated 6th 
August 1928, with amendments (the particulars of amend¬ 
ments are given along with the Rules.) These Rules are 
intended to reduce the congestion of salt in salt factories, 
consequent on heavy accumulation of salt and also to encour¬ 
age private enterprise on the part of the manufacturers of 
salt. The privilege is confined to the manufacturers of salt 
in the factories in South Travancore. Under the Salt Rules, 
Government alone have the privilege of transporting salt from 
the salt factories to the salt depots. Consequent- on the 
formulation of the underbond transport rules, Government 
have conferred this privilege on the manufacturers also. The 
rules enable the manufacturers to transport salt without pay 
rnent of duty at the time of removal from the salt factories. 
The Rules contain the details of procedure laid down for the 
purpose. The provisions in the Rules are supplemented by * 
the conditions m the agreement executed by the licensee and 
also by departmental instructions issued under clause 15 of 
the Underbond Rules. The Rules, the conditions of agree¬ 
ment, etc., are given separately. 

Rules for 4he transfer of salt between Excise licensees 
are contained in Notification R. Dis. No. 2754/38fDevpt., 
dated 6th December 1938.' The provisions in the Rules are 
supplemented by the conditions in the agreement to be exe¬ 
cuted l5y the Vendor and Purchaser. 

Rules for the issue of salt duty free for Aanurial purposes 
are contained in Notification R. Dis. No. 3136 of 39/Devpt., 
dated 16th December 1939. There are 11 clauses to these 
Rules, and the Rules are almost on the Same model as those 
relating to the issue of duty free salt for use in manufactures. 

Section 51 of the Salt Act is implemented by Notification 
S. R. 212 dated 29th January 1920 making provisions to sum¬ 
mon any person to appear before the following departmental 
officers, viz,, the Excise Oomfnissionor,, the Assistant' Excise 
Commissioners and the Excise Inspectors, given separately. 

Superior Officers. The Excise Commissioner and the 
Assistant Excise‘Commissioners are made superior officers 
for the purpose of Section 47 of the Act (Notification No. S. R. 
213 dated 29th January 1920. > 

Powers of search to Police and Land Revenue Officers. 
Notification No. S. R. 214 dated 29th January 1920 invests all 
Officers of the Police Department not below the rank .of a 
Sub Inspector and all executive Land Revenue Officers not

In the case of local salt the licensees are paid kudivila at 
the average rate of 2 1'8 annas per maund. When the salt is 
sold the amount credited under “Debt-Head sGock” is 6 annas 
per maund. No records are available to show why 0 annas is 
credited under stock. The difference between the above two 
items is the gain on transaction in the case of local salt. In 
the case of foreign salt sometimes the contract rate is reduced 
when salt of inferior quality is supplied. But when this salt 
is sold, the amount credited under stock is the actual contract 
rata and pot the reduced rate. The difference between the 
two rates is the gain on transaction in the case of foreign salt. 

3. Melvarasanjayam. In the monopoly factories the 
licensees are entitled to only 40 per cent, of the quantity 
manufactured and the balance 00 per cent, is the Government 
share. The 40 per cent, is taken over by Government on pay¬ 
ment of 10 annas per mannd at present (12| Ohs. till 1107 T. P.) 
At the above rate Government should also get 10 annas on the 
60 per cent. The amount calculated on the 60 per cent, of the 
quantity manufactured ia the monopoly factories is credited 
under melvarasanehavaai-under revenue, and debited under 
“Debt-Head Expenditure”. The crediting aud the debiting 
of the same are done by book adjustment in the final Andy 
accounts.

With reference to your letter No, 6614/S. 422 dated 
5-12-1935 regarding the denaturant for the salt issued free of 
duty to the Standard Tile and Clay works Ltd., Alwaye, I 
have the honor to write as follows : 

Kerosene oil can be used as an effective denaturant for 
salt to make it unfit for consumption. The proportioh in which 
it is to be added to the salt is 1*5 per cent, by weight. The 
required quantity of the oil should be sprinkled over the salt 
heaped in a thin layer on a floor or board which must be such 
as will not absorb the oil. The salt is then stirred until the 
oil gets thoroughly and uniformly mixed throughout the entire 
. mass of the salt. _ 

(2) Extract from Excise Commissioner’s letter No. 20538/S. 
1202 dated 12-8-1937/23-12-1112. 

The salt may be denatured by mixing the same with 
bleaching powder in the proportion of one per cent, by weight 
in your presence and under your supervision. 


. • '(3) dopy of letter No.'18564/S. 661 dated 15-3-1938/2-8-113 
from the Excise Commissioner. 

I have the honor to inform you -that as per Rule 4 of the 
Rules passed for the issue of salt duty free for use in manu¬ 
factures the denaturing of salt issued to the Leather mer¬ 
chants for the curing of hides and skins, is now being done 
according to the suggestion of the Industrial chemist by 
mixing the salt wi-th bleaching powder in the proportion of 
one per cent, by weight. But a few merchants object to the 
use of bleaching powder as a denaturant for salt, on the 
ground that the mixing of bleaching powder with the salt 
damages their goods by fall of wool from the skins and by- 
causing patches which depreciate them in the market. They 
suggest that kerosene oil may be used for denaturing- salt 
instead-of bleaching powder. 

On tho'other hand, some other merchants prefer bleaching 
powder to kerosene oil for denaturing the salt as they say 
that the skins cured with salt denatured with kerosene oil 
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havo.no demand in the outside markets on account of the bad 
smell of the oil. All that this.department is concerned with- 
is denaturing. It is immaterial so far as the department is 
concerned whether denaturing is done with kerosene oil or 
with bleaching powder. There does not appear to be. any 
objection to whichever of the above two substances preferred 
by the merchants being used for the purpose.

With reference to his petition dated 18-3-115 requesting 
orders for denaturing salt issued for industrial purposes with

for denaturing salt sanctioned to be issued to him ior use- in 
manufacture with diesel oil in the proportion of one ounce of 
oil for every two pounds of salt for the time being, instead of 
with bleaching powder formerly prescribed.

Copy of letter No. 3.577 dated 10th December 1985 from 
the Head Sirkar'Vakil, Trivandrum to the Excise Commis¬ 
sioner, 

With referen.ee to your letter No. 1148/S. 87 dated. 6-9-1935 
re : manufacture of salt by a Receiver appointed by 
Court, I have the honour to state that on going through the 
provisions of the Salt Act, I am of opinion that allowing a 
Court Receiver to manufacture salt ■ on the strength of a 
Jicense issued to the original licensee is mot regular. . A Re¬ 
ceiver is an Officer of Court and cannot be treated as an agent 
or servant of the real licensee. Section 6 of the Act clearly 
shows that none but a licensed person is permitted to manu¬ 
facture salt. The only exception is the case of a public 
servant manufacturing’on behalf of the Government. Whether 
a Court Receiver is a Public servant or not, he is clearly not 
manufacturing salt on behalf of Government, The Act 
imposes various restrictions and conditions on the licensee 
ana a breach of the conditions carries with it the prescribed 
penalties. Allowing the Receiver to manufacture salt with¬ 
out a license in his name may lead to various anomalies and 
practical difficulties in working. I think that the Receiver 
should be asked to take out a license and thus become 
amenable to all the provisions of the Act.

Copy of letter No. 2932 dated 13th October 1936 from the 
Head Sirkar Vakil, Trivandrum, to the Excise Commissioner. 

■With reference to . your letter No. 23Q5/S. 109, dated 
28-9-1936 re : applicability of clause 13 of Rule-6 of the Salt 
Rules in the case of one Narayana Perumal Nadar, the autho- ' 
risod Agent of licensees Nos. 2 and 6 of the Avathanial’s 
Salt Factory, I have the honour to state as follows :— 

The question referred is whether, in view of the express' 
provision, f e., Clause 13 of Rule 6'of the Salt Rules, Nara¬ 
yana Perumal Nadar, the authorised Agent of licensees 
Nos. 2 and 6 of the Avathanial’s Factory who has undergone 
convictions - under Sections 379 and 481 of the Travaneore 
Penal Code, is disqualified from working in a Salt Factory.' 

The Rule says that “the licensee shall not employ as 
servants men against whom frauds have been proved and that 
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if any frauds are proved on the part of the licensee or on the 
part of the servants with his connivance or privity, he shall, 
in addition to any penalty that may by law be imposed on 
him in that behalf, also forfeit his pans.” 

' Narayana Perumal Nadar was convicted of theft and 
mischief. The expression “frauds” appears to be used in the 
rule in the wider sense of denoting all kinds of dishonest 
dealings. According to the Penal Code “Fraud” as such, is 
not an offence. It appears therefore that a person who has 
been convicted of theft must be deemed to be one against 
whom a “fraud” has been proved within the meaning of the 
rule. However, the rule proceeds to say that, if any frauds 
are proved on the part of the licensee or on the part of the 
servants, etc., he shall also forfeit his pans. The rule read 
as a whole may lend support to the view that only “frauds^’ 
against salt laws are contemplated by the rule. As the rule 
is of doubtful import, Narayana Perumal Nadar’s contention 
may be accepted. • '

Copies of letter and note no. 1449 and No. 1825 dated the 
20th July 1927 and 17th September 1927 respectively from the

With reference to your (U. 0. S.) docket without date re: 
ratification of the. alienation of certain portions of the Ava- 
thanial’s Factory, I have the honour to record the following 
Opinion. * 

Under, section 9 of the Salt Act, licenses may be trans¬ 
ferred, but no transfer shall have any effect against Govern¬ 
ment unless and until it shall have been accepted or registered 
under such rules as the Government may, from time to time, 
■ prescribe. The Act makes no distinction between transfers 
by act of parties and transfers by court sale. The present 
transfer therefore, in order to be valid< against' Government, 
must be ratified by Government. ■ 

With'regard to the question of the realisation of arrears 
the Act makes the licensee liable for the arrears. It is open 
to the present auction purchasers, after they have secured 
the necessary license", to contend, and with some force, that 
they can’not be reasonably made answerable for the liabilities 
of their debtor. The best thing, under the circumstances, 
would be,for Government to get an undertaking from them 
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they would undertake liability for a proportionate share, of 
the arrears, before the transfer is ratified and the license is 
issued. 

The other points raised by the Assistant Excuse Com- 
'missioner regarding the monopoly right of Government do not 
sebm to me to arise in deciding this matter. ;

Quaere. 

(a) Does the Court sale order bind the Government 
• either to ratify it or to grant a manufacturing license ?■ 

(b) Is .it the case-that if the alienation or transfer has 
not been reported to Government, within one month, the 
alienation or transfer is null and void ? The fact that the 
mode of alienation or transfer in this particular instance was 

-4iy Court sale presumably does not relieve the party from the 
.obligation to report within a month. 

(c) What does the Head Sirkar Vakil exactly mean by 
“liability to a proportionate share of the arrears” ? Does he 
mean proportionate to area or number , of pans, i. e., arrears . 
for which the applicant is to accept liability to be in the ratio ' 
of .97 pans to the total number of pans covered by the con¬ 
tract with, the Avathanials ? In that event how can there be 
a true proportion struck, suppose these .97 are the good pro¬ 
ducing pans and the others are not ? And would this not 
mean that if Avathanials worked only 97 pans and left the 
others unutilised, of purpose, he would have been liable only 
for 97 to the whole ? 

Reply. 

(a) The Court sale does not bind the Government to 
ratify it or to grant a manufacturing license. The Court sale 
is conclusive in regard to the transfer of interest as between 
the Decree holder and the . judgment debtor. Whatever 
interest the judgment debtor had was transferred by the sale 
and it is not open any longer to Avathanial to plead that the 
sale is invalid. In regard to the license, no transfer.can take 
effect against Government unless and until it is ratified. This 
is a matter which is at the absolute discretion of Government 
both under the terms' of the agreement and under the pro¬ 
visions of Section 9 of the Salt Act.-- 

(£) Under the terms of the agreement no transfer can 
be valid unless it is ratified and a transfer not reported to 
Government within one month is declared null and void. In 
this case the same was ultimately upheld by the High Court 
on 20-7-1102 and ratification was applied for in a petition 
apparently of 31-3-1927/18-8-1102, wrongly entered as 31st 
April 1927. The question is whether the period of one month 
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should be calculated from the date of confirmation by the 
Court of the sale or the date of the final order of the High 
Court. In my view, though the agreement fixed this time for 
intimating the fact of transfer, the transfer can take effect 
only on ratification by Government and it is always open to 
the Government to condone the delay at its discretion and 
these circumstances may be given due weight in consider¬ 
ation. 

tc) What was ineant was an- equitable apportionment 
of the liability. If the pans are of varying productive capacity 
the proportion must be fixed on the basis of the yield of the 
pans. In the absence of the necessary; data for making the 
apportionment, it must be based on the number of pans. The 
Excise Commissioner will be able to adjudge the amount that 
should be borne by the pans in question. 

As regards the objection to the ratification raised .by 
Avathanial, it may be t stated that .the application is for rati¬ 
fication of the' court sale and not the hypothecation, which 
standing by itself may not need ratification. The judgment 
of the High Court concludes the matter an between the parties 
to that suit, and it is not open to the defendant to contend 
that the decree was wrongly passed or that the sale delivery 
were invalid on any ground.

With reference to the correspondence ending.with your 
letter No..15763/S. 1011 dated the 21st June 1923, I have the 
honour to inform you that in the circumstances stated, Gov¬ 
ernment sanction the power to write off deficiencies of salt ’ 
in the Port Salt Depots and Salt Factories at the following 
rates being delegated to the Excise Commissioner. 

Port Salt Depots- 

(1) For all salt remaining in stores for a period not 

exceeding six months..Nil. 

(2) For all salt remaining in stores for a period exceed¬ 

ing six months and not exceeding one 

year.......4 percent. . 

(3) For all Salt remaining in stores for a period ex¬ 

ceeding one year..... .1 per cent, for 

each complete year. 

, Salt Factories. 

(1) From the first to the third month. ... ...2 per cent. 

(2) From the third to the sixth month....2i per cent. 

(3) From the sixth to the twelfth month.34 per cent.

Act III of 1088: . Objects and Reasons :— 

1. “ Act 'VII of 1063 is the law in force on the subject of 
salt in Travancore. It contains no provision for the working 
of the Excise system. Nor does it provide the necessary 
rights and obligations which are so essential for the expan¬ 
sion and improvement of salt manufacture. In fact it relates- 
to the period when salt manufacture was a close monopoly 
which, it is seen, was introduced into Travancore as far back 
as 1813, during the administration of Dewan-Resident Col. 
Munro. 

“At one time of the pro-monopolv period, evidently the 
entire salt needed for consumption in Travancore was supplied 
by our own pans which existed not only at certain seaside 
stations as at present called Ullums, but on the margin of the 
back-waters in Trivandrum, Chirayinkil, KarthikapaUy and 
Karunagapall.y Taluks, known as Padanays. Through some, 
cause or other, the quality and quantity of salt manufactured 
in these places fell below the standard. Local salt had not 
only to be supplemented but got supplanted in public taste, 
by imported salt. After the Interportal Convention passed, in 
1040, equalising the duty on salt in Travancore and British 
India, the continued manufacture of inferior salt was unfair 
to the consumer who had to pay as much for the bad strays 
as for the good. This led . to the.closing of the pans on tho 
banks of the back-waters in Central Travancore. These re¬ 
strictions on manufacture and sale had of course to be legal¬ 
ized and enforced by penal legislation and the province . of 
home-salt in the local mai’ket has been, on the whole, 
gradually decreasing. ■. - 


Although the restoration of the old system., of permitting 
people’to freely manufacture salt and of realizing salt-tax 
like land revenue cannot now be attempted, a stimulus to the 
improvement arid expansion of salt manufacture has been 

■ given by the recent introduction of the Excise system. This 
system'has been in force for some time in British India; and 
since the passing of our Salt Act in 1063, the law there has 

■ been considerably modified to suit that system. The Bill now ' 

drafted follows the dines of Madras Act IV of 1889. It will be 
seen that while several of the provisions relate to the safe¬ 
guarding of the public revenue, the duty of improving the 
quality and quantity of home-salt by creating through Legis¬ 
lative sanction a responsibility in the officers and in the peo¬ 
ple, and of taking steps to improve the demand, has not been 
overlooked.”— 

' S. 0. & R,. 
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g. In introducing the Bill, the Official Member in charge 
said 

* * * * * 'ihe lussorv of salt in Tra- 

vancore being pretty well-known, tnere is no need to refer to 
details at any lengah. But a,s this is sue nrst time that a Salt 
Bill comes before ■she Legislative Council, the old Act having 
been passed beiore the Council came moo existence, a very 
...brief survey may not be ous. of place. 

In addition to the present sea-side lactones or alloms, 
salt used to be manufactured m Tra.vaneore, on the margin of 
the backwaters in the Trivandrum, Amoalapusha, Karthiga- 
pally District and ILirnnagapalh Tau.Ls, and the wants of 
the people thus.supplied. In all these factories , the cultiva¬ 
tion of salt was at that time free and unrestricted and subject 
to but one fiscal Act namely, that the salt produced should 
- be divided between the Government and she lyot in the same 
manner as. the paddy grown on rice lands. 

Prom the report of the Madras bait Commission, we find 
that in the, Madras Presidency too, the salt produce 'was 
. divided between the Government and. the manufacturers ac¬ 
cording to customary rates which appear to have varied from 
18 to 88 per cent. Beyond this liability the payment, the 
production or manufacture and distribution or sale, of salt 
were, as in Travaneore, both free and unrestricted. . 

' Between the years 1805 and 1807, the Madras Govern¬ 
ment introduced the monopoly system throughout the Presi¬ 
dency:., The main principle of the monopoly system is, to use 
the words of the Balt Commission, “expressed in its name; 
the sale of salt except to Government is made illegal* But 
not only so; Government also reserves to itself the power of 
opening salt pans, and the manufacture of salt except for sale 
to Government is forbidden.” Madras Act I of 18(J5 which is 
the, law on which the monopoly is based, enacted in section 4 
that the shares to manufacturers and. the hire to labourers 
were to be paid at the same rates as before, unless altered by 
mutual consent, but converted into money at the average 
...selling price of salt, at the pans, calculated on the five years 
. 'preceding the date of the Act. It further provided for ad¬ 
vances being, made to- the. manufacturers to help and en¬ 
courage, production. 

_ Before the establishment of the monopoly system in 
British India.there appears to have been considerable discus¬ 
sion. But .from: want of available papers, we can only infer 
the grounds for placing salt manufacture under special Act 
and monopolizing its s'ale. It was probably found that the 
earth salt prepared by the people was not sufficiently pure, 
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• that taking over the right of sale would enhance public reve¬ 
nue, and that it would facilitate collection and ensure effect¬ 
ive control, if the manufacture is brought under a licensed 
system of Act. However, the selling price of salt under the, 
monopoly in British India became seven times the intrinsic' 
value and revenue rose from 20 lakhs in 180-1-05 to 187 lakhs 
in 1874-75. 

But all this affected Travancore. With the extensive land 
communication between Travancore and the Madras Districts 
,and with the price of a necessary article of food much higher 
in the latter than in the former, the export of salt from Tra¬ 
vancore naturally increased. And when in British India, the 
manufacture and sale of salt, except on account of Govern¬ 
ment, had been abolished, the export amounted to smuggling. 
But to the people who so manufactured and traded, it was 
but the harmless continuance of their old practice. It became 
'difficult to got information about smuggling and smugglers; 
and as the Acting Collector of Ganjam reported to his Gov¬ 
ernment in 1872, ‘the whole country . makes common cause 
against the Government in such a ease. As for moral turpi¬ 
tude, that enters as little into their calculation as it would, to 
an ordinary Englishman who does not class smuggling among 
the seven deadly sins * * ■ . Such manufacture *fraa 

in accordance with their previous (normal) habits. 

Mainly to prevent loss of revenue to the British Indian 
Government on account of cheap Travancore salt finding its 
way into their territory, the monopoly.system was introduced.' 
into Travancore. This was in the year 988' m. e. (1818 a. d.). 
By a Proclamation signed by Col. Muuro who was then both 
Resident andDewan ‘all manufacture by the ryots except on 
Government account, was prohibited, and all salt in the hands 
of the ryots and merchants and traders at the_date of the 
Notification was required to be given up to. the Sirkar within 
20 days at a fixed price, on pain of a heavy penalty’. The 
monopoly price was fixed and the necessary arrangements 
made for the superintendence, of salt manufacture and for 
placing salt within easy reach of the people. Steps were also 
taken to import salt from abroad. 

The next important event in the salt policy’ of the State 
was the Interportal Convention of 1040, corresponding to the 
English year 1865, under which the adoption, of the British 
Indian .selling price of salt was-agreed to by this State. ‘As 
a .result of this 1 Convention’, says she salt memorandum of 
Dew an Mr. llama Aiyengar, ‘the salt pans on the banks of 
the backwaters in’Central Travancore had to be closed. The 
produce of these pans, as has been already, observed was an 
inferior article ; and the disparity in the selling price of. this. 
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and other kinds was so great that to seli it at the same high 
price at which, under the Convention, the superior country 
article, was sold, would have been a great injustice to the 
consumer’. 

Nothing noteworthy happened for a long period except 
that one of the factories, namely, Ooiachel. was closed for’ 
some time and afterwards reopened. But during all this 
period, the possibility of being able to restore home salt to 
its ancient position of supplier to the entire population seemed 
very remote.' 

A turning point .in the history of salt manufacture was 
reached when a new factory was opened on private account 
and the...manufacture of the salt of the requisite quality 
undertaken by a company in South Travancoro. 120 acres of 
land near the Thamarakulam old factory were applied fob • 
' and''granted by Government and work started in m. e. 1079. 

In this factory, I understand, an average total quantity of 
86,328 maunds of good salt is now being manufactured. Gov¬ 
ernment incur no loss except for a preventive staff. Under the 
agreement with the manufacturers, Government have the right 
to purchase a stipulated quantity of salt on payment of a 
certain settled rate of Kudivaram (cost price to the producer) • 
and sell it to the public, as in the case of . the old factories, 
or, to levy a duty at the time of issue, leaving the sale in the 
hands of the producers. Although two more factories of this 
kind have since commenced salt manufacture—the new fac¬ 
tory salt amounting to a total of 88,384 maunds in 1085- 
Government are, in the interests of the producers,, retaining 
the,responsibility of distribution in their own hands. 

, It is by, no means agreed that the partiality shown in 
some quarters for Bombay salt in preference even to the best 
Travancore salt is based on the actual superiority of the pre¬ 
ferred article and not on engrafted taste. Where intrinsic 
inferiority does not exist to relax the demands of self-depend¬ 
ence, there is no excuse for not pushing on home-salt to the 
fullest extent of its production. And uptil the partiality 
created by habit as against our home produce works itself 
off, ■ home-salt will not have a fair competition with the 
Bombay article and the work of salt distribution has there¬ 
fore, to continue under the control of Government. - 

■ This state of affairs cannot of course go on indefinitely. 
Butif it should safely end, the salt ■manufactured in the-old 
factories must be improved to the level of the ne w factory 
salt. In these old factories, all but petty works connected 
with the actual manufacture are now undertaken by Govern¬ 
ment at'their cost. Government have also undertaken to 
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purchase all the salt so Manufactured subject to certain stand¬ 
ards of quality, at a fixed rate of Kudivaram and to sell it as 
part of their (Government's) concern. During the premono¬ 
poly period, the salt manufacturer was responsible for getting 
a sale for the article he manufactured though he was at .the 
• same time sufficiently-compensated probably by the greater 
freedom of initiative enjoyed in manufacture; etc. But the 
freeing of the salt produced from the responsibility of finding 
buyers for his produce; which is the effect of the monopoly, 
system, has apparently tended to demoralize him. He has 
now begun to care for quantity more than for quality. When 
questioned why he does, not adopt better methods and 
improve the quality of his salt, he often pleads inability on 
account of low Kudivaram, etc. The Excise Commissioner 
tells me that experimental manufacture on improved methods 
carried out by his staff for two years in a few pans of all the 
old factories, leased from the pan-holders for the purpose 
produced results strikingly superior to those usually obtained. 
There is, one should think, no excuse for this not being 
achieved in ail the pans. Whether the omission to do so is 
due to inability or unwillingness on the part of the'ryots has 
to be enquired into with reference to each case and the 
necessary remedies applied. For the present, it is proposed 
to take power to convert these monopoly factories into excise 
factories, i. e., factories for the manufacture of salt for gene¬ 
ral sale. Such a conversion will enable Government to leave 
the manufacturer to sell his salt himself as best as he can and 
to that extent take away the temptation to continue inferior 
productjon and to provide an incentive to turn out better 
results. Of course, under this system, all the Maramath 
works hitherto done for them at Government cost will have 
to be undertaken by themselves. But in the case of the 
other new factories, Government will.have the right to take 
into'their own hands the sale of the manufactured produce, 
whenever and as long, as, they think it necessary to do so, 
for the legitimate protection and advancement of the home 
industry. The price to be paid by Government to the manu¬ 
facturers, will certainly be higher than now as a compensa¬ 
tion for the coqt and labour of attending to the necessary 
works themselves.. ■ 

To enable this change of systom being introduced into 
the old monopoly factories under legal sanction .and to place 
. the old as well as the new ones under statutory Act in regard 
to the methods of manufacture, etc., and thus improve and 
expand the salt indu stry in the country, is the chief object 
of the proposed enactment. Act VII of 1063 takes cognizance, 
it will be noted, only of factories worked purely on the. mono*. 

C system. . The realization of the object indicated must, 
ever, be a gradual process. 
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In the pre-monopoly period, salt preparation of various 
' kinds was the function of particular castes and large numbers 
of people lived on these industries, without encroaching on 
other fields of labour and without fear of being encroached 
upon in their own labour by others, thus making the direct in¬ 
terference of Government, either for ensuring the purity .of salt 
or for facilitating the collection of revenue, unnecessary. But 
we are now being forced along by the current of free selection 
in the matter of occupation. We do not -recognise that the 
gospel of free selection is not quite in place in a society like 
the Indian where free'selection has long ago dqno its work 
and heredity taken its place in the order of progressive ovolu - 
tion, and that this gospel began to be preached and practised 
only when from various causes, the opportunities of the 
people for remunerative labour in their accustomed spheres 
became lessened. The result, however,, has been that the 
salt inanufacturers, in common with other industrial classes, 
have given up their traditional occupation and other occupa¬ 
tional castes have taken to salt manufacture, and 1 may say 
in this connection that it is the endeavour” of modern Census 
Statisticians to gauge and record this process at the end of 
each decennium. lust like the Upparas of the Ceded Dis¬ 
tricts, we have had our own hereditary salt workers called 
Allavans in. Bo nth Travaneore, Qnce a large and prosperous 
community, they numbered only 552 at the last population 
reckoning'. But even from their hands, the manufacture of 
salt is gradually slipping, and where they are still engaged in 
that industry,-the'engagement is more as paid labourers than 
as independent proprietors. All these circumstances not¬ 
withstanding, the development of the salt resources *of the 
State with the materials available has been steadily kept in 
view in all the policies and acts of Government, and with a 
special Department working hard to attain that, consumma¬ 
tion, there is ilo need to be unduly impatient. 

Let ns now examine the structure of the Bill. 

The first chapter relates to definitions and the second 
deals with the appointment and control of officers. 

Chapter' III is the chapter that deals with the manufac¬ 
ture of salt. It is divided into three parts. The first is ‘General’. 
The important provisions of this part are' contained in Sec-, 
tions 12 to 16. "As stated in my prefatory remarks, power .is 
to be taken by Government to direct that any salt factory now 
worked only for the sale of salt to Government shall be : 
worked for the general sale of salt, .and; that any factory" or 
portion of a factory worked for the^general .sale of salt shall 
be worked for the sale of salt to Government. Safe-guards are 
also contained for preventing undue hardship to parties and 



compensation provided to be given in certain eases where 
licenses are relinquished or have to be cancelled. Part II 
relates to the manufacture of salt for sale to Government— 
the old monopoly system. Part III deals with the manufac- 
, ture .of salt for general sale-the excise system or partly for 
general sale and.partly fpr sale to Government—the modified 
excise. The principles underlying the provisions of this 
chapter have been already explained, For the reason that 
.“the term monopoly has a sinister association connected with 
it and is a complete misnomer as applicable to the manufac¬ 
ture of salt on account of Government’ ’, the Honorable Mr. 

. Stakes substituted the expression ‘manufacture of salt on 
account of Government’ in his Madras Salt Act. In the same 
way. the term excise . was also-given up as referring to salt, 
as it was becoming exclusively appropriated to the revenue 
from spirits and intoxicants, and the words manufacture for 
'general sale suggested instead. Accepting these views, I have 
omitted the terms 'monopoly’ and ‘excise’ from the Bill 
altogether*.. 

Chapter IV is a. fiscal chapter and regulates the duties 
and charges. It regulates also the removal and transport of 
salt. :• 

Chapter V lays down the powers of public-officers for the 
detection and punishment of offences against the Salt Law. 
It purports to place the Salt Officers in the same position as 
the Officers engaged in the- administration of the Abkari 
revenue by Act IV of 1073, in the matter of search, 
arrest, &c. < 

The concluding chapters on penalties' and general provi¬ 
sions do not contain anything worthy of special reference 
at this stage. 

It is, I need hardly submit, the recognised aim of all 
sound legislation to reduce official control to the minimum 
compatible with’efficiency and in revenue legislations of this 
kind, to ensure the responsible protection and encouragement 
of Government for the producing classes on whose continued 
prosperity depends the continued incoming of revenue 
to the State- The details of the provisions contained in the 
Bill will in this light be closely examined by the select com¬ 
mittee before they are brought up again for fuller considera¬ 
tion by the Council. I would add that this Bill has been 
drafted on the lines of the Madras Act, IV of 1889:—

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APPENDIX B. 


Memorandum by Dewan V. Ramiengar. 

The history of the Salt Department in Travancore may 
he divided into two periods, one preceding the Monopoly and 
the -other subsequent to its institution in the year 1*88 m. e./ 
1813 a. d. The, records are scanty and imperfect for the 
former period, and it is therefore possible only to describe 
in a general way the main features of the system which then 
prevailed. 

The Travancore Government appears ,to havo derived a 
revenue from salt so early as the middle of the last century, 
but there was at that time clearly no Monopoly of any kind. 
The manufacture was apparently free and unrestricted, and 
subject to but one fiscal regulation—n am ely, that the salt 
produced should be divided between the Government and the 
ryot in the same manner as the paddy grown on riee lands. 
The salt was manufactured at certain sea-side stations bet¬ 
ween Cape Comorin and Colachel, and on the margin of the 
backwaters in the Trivandrum, Slieraingil, Karthigapally and 
Earunagapally Taluks, the sea-side manufactories being 
known as Ullums, and the backwater ones as Padanays. -The 
salt made at the former was better in quality than the latter, 
being .white in colour and comparatively free from impurities 
while the other was dark and mixed with earthy particles; 
It consequently fetched a higher price in the market. The 
salt pans were either the property of Government, of Dava- 
swoms or of private individuals. 

As already stated, the salt produced was divided bet¬ 
ween the Government and the manufacturer in certain fixed 
proportions, varying according to the nature of the ownership 
in the pans, but the exact ratio cannot be ascertained at this 
distance of time. The Government share of the produce 
appears to have been taken over' by servants told off for the 
purpose,, and sold on the spot, as I can find no trace of its 
haying been stored or removed to any selling depots. 
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The entire quantity produced fell considerably short of 
the demand for home consumption and the deficit'was made 
good by importation by private traders from Goa and Bombay 
and other ports. 


The revenue derived by Government from salt at the 
period we refer to did not exceed Rs. 20,142. 

It was in the year 988 m, E./1S13 a. d. that the existing 
state of things was put an end to, and a close Monopoly in¬ 
troduced under a Proclamation signed by Colonel Munro who 
was then both Resident and Dewan. By that Proclamation; 
all manufacture by the ryots except on Government account 
was prohibited ; all gait' in the hands of ryots and merchants 
and traders at the date of the notification was required to be 
.given up to the Sircar within 20 days, at a fixed price, on 
pain of a heavy penalty, the monopoly price was fixed at Rs. 

■■ 1-1-0 for the white salt produced in the southern pans and at 
Rs. .0-11-2 for the black salt manufactured in the northern 
pans on: the margin of backwaters, a special department was 
organized for the superintendence and collection of the salt 
revenue, salt depots were established, in various parts of the 
country to place the article within reach of the people and to 
facilitate sale, and what was produced in the country was 
supplemented by import from abroad. 


From 'the year 989 m, e. to 1037, there was nothing of 
importance done, beyond the occasional abolition or reopen¬ 
ing of certainselling depots. There were 
also occasional variations effected in the 
monopoly selling price.. The revenue 
derived during this period is shewn in 
the margin.

1033 to 1037 3,85,ooo jjj g Highness'’ Government had never 
been able to derive any revenue from salt, 
but in the year 1038 an experimental bankshall was opened for 
the sale of salt and tobacco; but as it did not pay its expenses 
it was soon after closed. 

The negotiations in connection with the Interposal Con¬ 
vention which took place in 1865 had been going OH»for some 
time between the Travancore and British Governments, and ,

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inter alia, ishe question of the adoption of the British Indian 
Monopoly selling price of salt by this State was fully discus¬ 
sed and decided in the affirmative. In the year an e. 1040/a. d 
1865 in which the Convention was concluded, this Govern¬ 
ment accordingly raised its selling price and has since raised 
and lowered it with each successive rise and fall in the British 
Indian rate. 

As another result of this Convention the salt pans on the 
banks of backwaters in central Travancoro had to he closed. 
The produce of these pans, as has been already observed, was 
an inferior arti'clo, and the disparity in the rates of selling 
price of this and other kinds was so great, that to sell it at 
the same high rate at which, under the Convention, the 
superior country article was sold would have been a great 
injustice to the-consumer, and as it was-also impossible to 
improve its quality, from the nature of the soil, the Govern¬ 
ment closed the manufacture altogether. The sites of the old 
salt beds have since been converted into cocoanut to]5es for 
which the soil is better'adapted than for salt. 

The rates of Kudi varum and Mel varum i. e., of the ryots’ 
and Government shares had ' never. been uniform in the 
several pans. ..In the year 1041, however, the Government 
fixed them at 40 and 60 per cent respectively for what are. 
known as kudipathi or the pans of private individuals, and at 
20 and 80 for Pandarapathees, or Government. 'Relief was 

K “ted in another direction also to the manufacturer, His 
ivaram which had been paid in what are known as 
Shencotta Rupees (an imaginary currency which depreciated 
the value of his share) was for the first time commuted in the 
same year into terms of Travancore Rupees. About this time 
the Government further transferred its right in Government 
salt pans.by sale in favour of private individuals. 

' Another improvement introduced was the creation of the 
post of salt'Sarishtadar who is to this day the chief local 
superintendent of the salt pans. • He was invested with 
Magisterial powers to enable him to ’promptly punish thefts 
of salt from the pans and was at first placed directly under 
the orders pf the central office at Trivandrum, but was subse¬ 
quently transferred to the control of the local Peishkar. 

In the year 1042 the salaries of the bankshall establish¬ 
ments which till then had been very low, -were somewhat 
raised, and the establishments themselves were placed upon 
their present footing graded into four classes. 

In thctefollowing year 1048, Government again resolved to 
work the salt monopoly in the Shencotta taluq and aocord- . 
ingly opened a’selling depot, but as there was no cart-road 
connecting it with other,parts of the country and as it would 
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. have been costly to carry Travancore salt to it by coolies, an 
application was made to the Madras Government for per* 
mission to supply it from Variyoor through Tinnevelly. At 
first there appeared some difficulty in that Government 
complying with the request, but it was eventually granted 
on condition that we should sell our salt at the monopoly' 
price plus cost . of carriage, the object being to prevent 
Travancore salt from under-selling British Indian salt in their 
market. Two more depots have since been opened and all 
three are in good working order. The opening of the public 
road between Shencottaand Quilon however has obviated the 
necessity of having recourse to, Tinnevelly to supply the 
depots which are now supplied from Quilon. 

In the year 1048 an important relief was granted to the 
manufacturers. It had been the practiced^ withhold all pay- 
■ ment of Kudivaram or the manufacturer’s share till the salt 
was finally received into store which took a long time, 
extending generally to 2 or 3 years. This was a great hard¬ 
ship to the manufacturers who are generally poor, but the 
practice was abandoned In 1048, and, pending final arrange¬ 
ments for the prompt acceptance of and payment for the salt 
of each season, the Government decided that 50 per cent, of 
the price of the estimated quantity should be paid in advance 
immediately the salt is gathered in. 

The next important step taken for improving the salt 
department was the substitution of weight for measure in all 
salt transactions, and this was introduced in the latter part 
of the year 1051.. This change swept completely away a very 
.fruitful source of abuse. The salt measurers formed a very 
powerful and thriving class of officials' under the,.measuring 
system, but this is no longer possible—at.least to any thing . 
like the same extent. 

Simultaneously with this change, another equally impor¬ 
tant one was the introduction of the bagging system, under 
which the scope for petty thefts, and adulteration which used 
to be common in the case of salt in transit from the stores to 
the selling depots, has very much diminished. It is also far 
easier now to take stock, at any time, of the quantity 
entrusted to a. bankshall officer, and the change has thus 
worked beneficially in more way’s than one and has done 
much to check the prevalent abuses in the .salt department. 
The platform weighing machines still afford here and there 
some scope for pilfering and cheating, as the public do not 
.yet fully understand their use Besides, these machines are’ 
not perfect, but until a better and simpler contrivance is 
substituted, they .must be retained. All salt transactions are 
now in maunds of 3,200 tolas each, ; 



The establishments maintained at the Kooduchunjjlirums 
or the stores from which the selling depots are supplied had 
always been very poorly paid ; but the servants did not care 
to complain of the lowness of their salaries so long as they 
had plenty of illicit gain. For instance, the Superintendent 
of the Alleppey Kooduchunthrum where nearly 5 lacs of 
rupees worth;of salt is stored had been in receipt of only 
11 rupees per mensem ; but after the substitution of weigh- 
ment for measure, and the introduction of the bagging system, 
it became a difficult matter to get candidates for this and 
similar posts and the present gradod salaries were fixed in 
the year 1052. Two Kooduchunthrums near Trivandrtun 
being found unnecessary were abolished in this year. 

In the same year, an attempt was made to introduce 
another.much needed reform, t ns., the prompt receipt and 
■storage of salt at the pans and the improvement of the system 
of manufacture, but as this involved considerable additional 
expenditure, the attempt was abandoned. 

Nothing worth recording took place during the years 
1053, 1054 and 1055 except the opening of a few bankshalls 
towards the Cochin, frontier.. But in 1057, after personal 
inspection of the salt works, I raised the advance payment 
made for salt not stored, from 50 to 75 per cent. 

Such is a brief account of the history of the salt depart¬ 
ment. I shall now preceed to give a short description (1) of 
the existing arrangements as to manufacture, supply storage 
and sale ; (2), their defects, and (3)- the measures necessary 
to place the entire management of -this Important branch of 
revenue on a thoroughly efficient footing. 

Salt being an article of Government monopoly, all manu'- 
facture, importation or sale except oh account the State is 
strictly prohibited. As a necessary consequence of this 
monopoly, the Government are bound to supply all the salt 
required for consumption in the country and this averages 
about 5 lacs of Indian maunds.* It is procured partly (a) - by. 
importation from British India, generally from Tinnevelly and 
Bombay under the terms of the Interportal Convention, and ■ 
partly (6) from home manufacture. • 

. . (a) Imported Salt. 

We depend upon Bombay for the greater portion of the 
salt required for home consumption, first because the produce 
qf our pans does not at persent meet all our wants, arid * 

foot Note *The oonsumption of salt, in the State'during the year 1118. was 
• - : . 15,35,951. maunds. ' 
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secondly because the people of North Travaneore have a 
strong predilection for Bombay salt. We have also occa¬ 
sionally imported Tinnevelly salt from Tntieorin when our 
manufacture has failed or proved insufficient to meet the 
demand in South Travaneore. The required supply in either 
case is obtained through, merchants who are invited to contract* 
for the same. The contract is put to auction after due notice, 
and the' most favourable offer is accepted. The contractors 
thus engaged are granted certificates under the seal and 
signature of the Dewan or of the Commercial Agent which 
they present to the British Indian authorities at the port of 
shipment and arrange to make their own purchases. The 
salt is allowed to be shipped free of duty under the terms of 
the Interportal Convention. When it arrives at our ports 
and is landed, our Officers furnish a certificate of landing, 
specifying the quantity delivered, and, if there is any 
deficiency, the proper duty is levied upon the deficient 
quantity and entered in such certificate. This document, 
the contractor is bound to produce before the British Indian 
authorities within two,months from the date of export, failing 
Which no further shipment by the defaulting party is per¬ 
mitted. The quantity imported is about 3 lacs of Indian 
maunds and the average cost price to Government is about 6 
annas a maund. - 


(b) Home Manufacture. 

There are at present 4 manufacturing stations, all situated 
in South Travaneore. They are (1) Variyoor (2) Thamara- 
kulam (3) Rajakarnangalam and 
(4) Colachal. The exact area 
devoted to the manufacture at 
each station is not known, 
as there has • been no accurate 
survey ; but the number of salt 
pans or beds at each and a 
rough estimate of the probable 
extent are given in the margin. 
Thamarakulam possesses more 
of the conditions necessary for 
good manufacture than the other three stations, and the salt 
it yields is accordingly the best. 

Tije quantity of salt produced at each of the four places 
during the last ten years is shown below :

There are two manufacturing seasons, namely the inter¬ 
vals between the closing of the south-west and the setting in 
of the northeast monsoons, and the north-east and south-w est 
monsoons. The first is known as the Purattasi Pani and 
extends over 2| months generally, while the other known as 
the Thye Pani, lasts for nearly five months. Evaporation is 
quickest* and is most effective- in the latter part of the 
Purattasi season. _ 

' ' Some time before the actual work of manufacture com¬ 
mences, the owners are expected to prepare the salt beds by 
beating or rather treading them hard with clay, to clear the 
brine channels of obstructions and to put the ridges and 
drying platforms in order. But these prelimin: ry opera¬ 
tions are never properly attended to and the yield of 'salt 
necessarily falls much shortof what it might be. 

The expenses of manufacture are borne by the" manu¬ 
facturers themselves ; but the State carries out all the public 
works necessary for the general maintenance and improve¬ 
ment of the pans, When the salt is gathered from the. beds, 
it is buried in pits or stored in irregular heaps on the. banks

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As already stated, the salt manufactured in the pans is 
- buried in pits on the banks of the Ullums, 
Monumbum and j. g left there until it is transported to the 
store-houses of which there are 6—namely 
one at each of the places named in the margin. 
Except at Alleppey, there exist pucka sheds 
for storing the salt; but at that place the 
buildings are only thatched, protected, how¬ 
ever by high masonry walls. The quantity in store at each of 
the depots necessarily varies considerably from time to time. 
The largest store is that at Alleppey which contains so many 
as 3 lacs of rnaunds in the busiest season.

The transport from the pits to the stores is effected by 
carts in the case of the'depot nearest the pans, but by country 
vessels in that of the more distant plaoes. It begins generally 
after the rains in November and continues through the suc¬ 
ceeding months to the end of April. The Government does 
not directly charter the vessels, but gets the work done by 
contractors. Tenders are invited in September or October of 
each year and the most favourable terms are secured. The 
contractor supplies the requisite, tonnage making, his* own 
arrangements with ship-owners. The salt is taken out of the 
pits, weighed, put in gunnies and delivered to the contractor 
or his agent by the Government who also see it put on board. 
At this point the contractor’s responsibility commences", for 
he is bound to deliver, at the port of landing, the whole of the 
quantity made over to him on board, failing which, to pay 
full duty on the quantity short-landed. For the due f ulfil , 
ment of this obligation, security is taken from him equal to 
1/3 of the total freight due’to him under the contract: ' The. 
vessels used in the transport are country coasting crafts * be¬ 
longing sometimes to merchants in the country but generally 
to persons in Ceylon, Tinnevelly, Madura and other places. 

There is at each of the 6 depots a Superintendent who is 
responsible for the proper storage and issue of the salt. ITe

When the salt bags reach the. ban kshall they are properly 
secured in the building alloted for the purpose and are ready 
to be issued to purchasers. If a party wants 2 maimds or any 
multiple of it, the quantity is given in entire bags after he 
'has paid down the price. Should he wish to satisfy himself 
that the quantity is correct, the bags are passed over the plat¬ 
form weighing machines. Alter emptying the contents in 
his own bags or other receptacles, the purchaser gives back 
the sirkar bags. If less than 2 maumls is wanted, the bags 
are opened and any quantity not below’ 1/8 of a maund is 
issued by weigliment as already stated. 

The sale proceeds of each bankshall are put into a sealed 
copper pot which is despatched to the nearest taluk treasury 
once in 15 days. 

The work of the bankshall establishments is supervised by 
a grade of itinerating officers called Chow key Superintendents, 
who are employed primarily for the inspection and superin¬ 
tendence of the Customs Houses, but are also held responsible 
for the proper supervision of the bankshalls which lie within 
their respective beats or ranges.

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character and qualifications are kept out, and frequently the 
successful candidate is appointed on condition that the amount 
which he has to find shall be made good from his salary. The. 
employee thus goes without any salary or gets only a fraction 
for .a long time after he is appointed. This has a most perni¬ 
cious effect on the efficiency of the public servioe. Only the 
other day, I Had a case before me of a shroff who misbehaved 
himself. I directed his transfer to another taluk. He refus¬ 
ed to go. The Peislikar interfered and'begged 1 would not 
insist on the transfer as the security demanded for the office 
is 7,000 Rupees (the shroff’s pay being Rupees' 26 Chs. 12) 
and that it would be impossible for him to get a substitute 
able to give the same security for the remuneration given. 
The shroff is thus master of the situation. Simultaneously, 
.therefore, with revising the establishments, a scale of secu¬ 
rities should be laid down which should be moderate and 
adhered to under all circumstances, and the practice of with¬ 
holding any part of the salary of the official in satisfaction of 
• security should be peremptorily put a stop to. 

XL ~ There are at present 49 selling depots maintained by 
the State over ^comparatively small area, as already stated. 
Those no doubt afford great facilities to the consumer for 
obtaining the article and prevonts any great fluctuations in 
price, tbe salt being sold at a uniform price all over the 
country, .namely, Rupees 2 As. 8 per maund of Bombay salt 
and Rupees 2 As. 5 of country salt. But whether the arrange¬ 
ment is not calculated to interfere with and depress private 
trade ; whether even if the more distant depots in the interior 
of the country not easily reached by roads or water-communi- 
' nations are kept up, those at such places as Trivandrum, 
Alleppey, Kayencolam, Kottar, Eraniel and other centres of 
trade should be maintained; whether to any and what 
extent the depots may be reduced and the transport of salt

the selling price affords a favourable opportunity for making 
any changes which may prove to be necessary in the direction 
indicated. The people having been so long accustomed to 
theige selling depots, of course any changes introduced should 
be gradual and well considered. 

. : XII. A salt law is a great desideratum. At present we 
have to depend on a provision in an old Act for punishing 
illicit manufacture or sale. To. effectually cheek such abuses, 
a legislative enactment is indispensably necessary and tho 
. special Officer should direct his early attention to it. 

XIII. A salt manual embodying useful information on the 
most approved method of manufacture and directions to 
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manufacturers and .public servants alike on 
essential points relating to the Department, will 
iul as tending to promote good administration.

' VARI0U8 METHODS ADOPTED BY THE GOVERNMENT ROE 
‘ IMPROVING THE QUALITY OF SALT MANUFACTURED 

in the Factories in South Tbavanooee; 

The-problem of improving the quality of salt manufactur¬ 
ed iri our factories, lias been engaging the attention of the 
Department and of Government for tho past many years. In. 
1933 Government ordered the Industrial Chemist to conduct’ 
an experimental manufacture of salt in the pans in the 
lhamaracolam Old Allom. , The experimental work was 
'accordingly done by him and it was found that the poor 
quality of salt in general was due to a large extent to the poor 
quality of the brines which are disproportionately rich in con¬ 
stituents'such as magnesium salts, which should be absent 
for producing common salt of good quality. 

The Director-of Industries was then consulted, with a 
view to adumbrate concrete proposals for improving the 
quality of salt. Subsequently, this question was taken up 
by the Research Department. The experimental work done 
by Mr. K. R. Krishna Iyer, Professor of Chemistry in the 
University College, under orders of the Director of Research, 
disclosed that the Role that no. scraping of salt should be 
done above a concentration of 30° Be. is most salutary and 
should not be relaxed in any ease, as, after 30? Be. Sodium 
Chloride is deposited along with magpesium salts. . 

. Another important point to be observed in the manu¬ 
facture of pure salt,was found to be the elimination of bitterns. 
As the bitterns are rich in magnesium salts, the same render 
the.brine more and-more viscous and reduces the rate of evapo¬ 
ration. There is provision in-tho Salt Rules for these two 
purposes and instructions-have been issued for the strict . en¬ 
forcement of these Rules (vide Excise Commissioner’s Circular 
No. 15100/S. 882 dated-10-5-1937).. . 

The experiments conducted by the Industries Department 
had two other objectives, vis ,, (1) the prevention of fresh water 
percolation from the neighbouring channels and-(2) crystallisa¬ 
tion at' or below 30? Be. It was found that raising the level 
oi the pan beds would-prevent dilution of brine, and treat¬ 
ment with lime so as to eliminate precipitation of a portion 
of the magnesium salts would bring about crystallisation at 
or about 30? Be. 

Experiments have shown that , if bitterns are removed 
after each scraping’the quality of salt-will improve. The 
original Rules on the subject permitted five scrapings. Such 
frequent scrapings would necessarily disturb the pan beds 
and thus lower the quality of salt scraped. The Rule has now 



been Modified and only three scrapings are permitted-as is 
done in the factories in the Madras Presideircy, 

Instead of letting'out bitterns after each • scraping an 
alternative method was also experimented upon. When the 
crystalliser reaches a concentration of 20 5 —BO? Be. the 
bitterns should be let out first, then brine from the condenser 
at 25 q Be. let in, and the scraping done at this concentration. 
If the condenser brine is at a lower concentration, the scrap¬ 
ing should be held over till the brine reaches 25? Be. , 

While experimental manufacture of salt was being carried 
on, the method of accretion system, of .manufacture was also 
tried. The accretion process consists in allowing the crystal¬ 
lisation of salt to proceed .for as long a period as possible, 
feeding the crystallising pans with brine occasionally to make 
up for the loss by evaporation and never allowing the con¬ 
centration to go beyond a definite density, 27? or 28^ Be. The 
period of crystallisation is long, varying from one month to- 
the whole season. The advantages of this mothod are that 
scrapings are limited, the beds are not disturbed and thus the 
insolubles are considerably reduced. But this mothod is not 
suited to Travancore because of the uncertainties of the 
weather conditions. 

Grading of salt according to the different purposes for 
which salt is issued, such as, salt for human consumption, 
salt for industrial purposes, salt for fish curing yards, etc., 
was thought, of. But as we have to follow the British Indian 
laws on such matters, and as no such grading arrangem ents 
are in vogue in the Madras Presidency, this proposal was 
dropped, stating that salt which looks inferior in appearance 
may be used for fish curing, industrial and agricultural 
purposes. 

The rnain insoluble impurities present in the salt are sand, 
and mud which get mixed up with salt from the pans, from 
the bunds, from the platforms, during transit, and from care- - 
less storing in sheds in the •various depots. The remedy for 
this evil is to have either cement or wooden flooring ; but as 
this is costly, spreading of bamboo mats was insisted upon 
in factories and depots (vide Excise Commisioner’s Circular 
No. 16757/S. 785 dated 4-4-1940:) Even here opinion differs. 
The salt in the factories may , be in store sometimes for 3 or 
4 years, and by that time the bamboo mats may get spoilt by 
the action of salt and remnants of mats may get mixed up 
with the salt when finally removed. 

The salt after scraping should be allowed to drain lor at 
least 3 daysand then dried in the sun on cement platforms in 
thin layers for 2 days, occasionally raked up, and then stored. 
The heaps should not be covered over close or tight. 
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As the concentration of brine varies in different factories 
making it 'impossible to crystallise always at or below 30° 
Be., the method of letting in new brine occasionally and 
carrying on scraping is another method for getting good 
crystals. 

The question of supply of sea brine to all the factories 
had been engaging the serious attention of (loveirnment from 
182-1 ; but it has not yet been solved dne to the difference of 
opinion among the experts themselves. Balt is now manu¬ 
factured from sea brine, pit brine and lake brine._ Pit brine 
is.more attractive to the manufacturers because it is of higher 
concentration and needs less evaporation, but the quality of 
brine varies from pit to pit and from time to time in the same 
pit. Unless there is an adequate arrangement for the removal 
of bitterns, they tend to percolate into the soil and progres¬ 
sively spoil the. pit and lake brine.. But sea brine is of a 
• standard composition* and. therefore conditions of manu¬ 
facture can be standardised. In most of the new factories ■ 
arrangements have b9en made lor the supply of sea brine ; 
but this arrangement has not embraced all the factories. 

The installation of . a Pumping Plant at the Manakudy 
beach was once proposed for the supply of sea brine to all the 
factories. Another proposal was the dredging of a central 
channel'in the Manakudy lake and keeping open the bar. 
during the whole of the 'dry season. The impracticability of 
keeping river bars open on the Indian coasts being one ot the 
recognised problems of River Conservancy, due to the vari¬ 
ations of discharge in the different times of the year, this 
proposal was not acceptable. . Sinking of a series of wells 
.along the beach in a long row about 50 to -100 feet apart 
according to the zone of inlluenee to be determined by an 
experimental well and the laying of a common pipe connect¬ 
ed to a pumping station was considered to be cheaper than 
carrying the pumping main over a pier into the sea. Another 
suggestion "was the keeping open of the Manakudy bar at all 
times by dredging so that brine may freely get into the Mana¬ 
kudy lake during high tide. This was finally dropped as the 
salt'licensees were unwilling to pay a cess on the salt pro¬ 
duced, to meet the expenditure for dredging every year. The 
question of supply of sea brine has, therefore, been dropped 
to be taken up sometime hence. 

' From the analysis of The salt of various factories it was 
observed that in the Rajakkamangalom salt, the sodium

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chloride contents was only 89*55 per cent. This allom was 
eventually converted into a jjiodiiied Excise factory. 

The quality of salt now produced in our. factories can 
stand comparison with the s$lt manufactured in the factories 
in British India as will be evident from the results of an 
analysis shown below. .

Conditions of the License. 

I. The license is granted subject to the provisions or the Travail- 
core Salt Act III of 1088, and the license* shall be bound by all rules 
which have been passed or which may hereafter be passed under the 
said Act or under any laws relating to salt revenue which may hereafter 


2. The powers conferred on the Excise Commissioner under the 
• conditions prescribed in the license may also be exercised by any 
officer empowered by him in that behalf under section 5 of the Act. 

3. The licensee shall commence and close manufacture within such 
dates as may be prescribed by the Excise Commissioner. Except for 
reasons which shall be deemed satisfactory by the Excise Commissioner 
the licensee shall not fail to work all his pans every year to their full , 
capacity. 

4 . After every third scraping the pans shall be entirely emptied and 
thebiterns thrown away and fresh brine run in before scraping is 
resumed. No salt shall be scraped when the density of the brine in 
the pans exceeds 30° Beaume. 

5. As an ordinary rule no salt shall be scraped on Sundays. But, 
if the weather be threatening the officer in charge of the factory may, in 
his discretion, allow scraping to be carried on and may require the full 
attendance of the establishment staff etc., on Sundays as on week days. 

6. All salt scraped shall be removed to the drying grounds within 
such time as the Excise Commissioner may prescribe. The Officer in 
charge of the Division may order all salt not so removed to be thrown 
back into the pans. No salt shall be removed to\he drying ground 
until the quantity scraped has been estimated by the officer appointed 
for that purpose. No salt shall be scraped from any pan or set of pans 
after the estimating officer has completed estimation for the day for that 
pan or set of pans. The daily hour at which estimation shall begin at 
the factory will be fixed by tbe officer in charge of the Division. 

7. The salt shall be removed from the pans to the drying grounds 
and from the drying grounds to the place of storage under such rules as 
may from time to time be prescribed by the Excise Commissioner and 
the licensee shall be bound to allow all'.other| licensees and their 
labourers such reasonable rights of way over the ridges of his pans as * 
may be necessary for the carrying out of such rules as may from time to 
time be prescribed by the Excise Commissioner under this conditon. 
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8. Should the Excise Commissioner be of opinion that the salt 
manufactured is of bad quality and therefore unacceptable, the Excise 
Commissioner may cause it to be destroyed ,at the expense of the 
licensee. 

9. On the close of manufacture, the licensee shall ? drain off all 
brine from his condensers and crystallizing beds to the satisfaction of 
the officer in charge of the factory in such manner as to prevent the 
formation of spontaneous salt. Should salt form in his pans subsequent¬ 
ly, the officer in charge of the factory may destroy it at the licensee’s 


10. The salt' manufactured shall be stored in such places and in 
such manner as the Excise Commissioner may from time to time authorise 
and direct, ff the licensee shall fail to store his salt the officer in 
charge of the Division may at his option either destroy the salt or take
